SAD CALAMITY. 


Burning of a Large Cotton Mill in 
Fall River, Mass. 


Forty’Young Girls Lose Their 
Lives and Eighty More 
or Less Injured. 


A Number Killed by Jumping from 


the Fifth-Story Windows. 


In Several Cases Two or Three Mem- 
bers of a Family Are 
Missing, 


The Operatives in the Upper Sto- 
ries Penned In by the 
Flames. 


They Refuse to Avail Themselves of Sev- 
eral Fire-Escapes. 


And, Rushing About Wildly, Are Over- 
come by Suffocation. 


History of the Cotton Manufacture at 
Fall River. 


Number and Character of the Opera- 
tives. . 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Faux River, Mass., Sept. 19.—Again is New 
England called on to mourn, im concert with 
one of her noble cities. Fail River is bowed in 
sorrow. Fire ina busy mill, on the upper story, 
crowded with operatives ; all chance of escape 
cut off before the danger was fully known: 
death by suffocation, falling timbers, and from 
fright; an awful holocaust, is the story in 
brief of this mournful morning in the city's 
history. Shortly before 7 o'clock this morniog 
an alarm from Pleasant street brought 
the Fire Department to Granite Mili No, 1, 
owned by the Granite Mills Corporation, 
which was on fire in the upper spooling-room, at 
tho north end. A fresh breeze blew southward, 
helping the fearful flame along. Way up in the 
attics were a crowd of 

GIRLS AND BOYS, YET IN THEIR TEENS, 
totally unaware for a few moments of the disas- 
ter then beguu. They had arrived biight aud 
early, as was their wont, greeting each other 
with the same familiar nod and bappy-hearted 
smile as on other Saturday =mornings 
iu months that are past. They, the 
weary winners of a week's wages, came 
with lighter heart for the thought that their 
cares would soon have a brief end in a Sabbath’s 
rest. Litile recked they of the close-coming 
death. The busy looms sang their song of in- 
dustry, and in its refrain all thoughts save idle 
chaffing passed from miud. Scarce bad they be- 
gun their daily toil in earnest when a terrible 
ery startied them with paralyzing force, 

* ying!” 

shrieked through the room above the noise of 
looms in toves of mingled fear and agony. The 
first bush now gave way to wild alarm, and, as 
that wail of death smote on the appalied 
ears of those poor girls, the quietly- 
curled smoke floated thickly upward, telling how 
true was thatawfulcry. Then came a scene too 
great in its awful fear to be deacrived in words. 
Ics terribleness can never be kuown save to those 
who were its witnesses. In that awful craze of 
mind, conseyuent on the knowledge that all es- 
cape was gone and death must soon be met, the 
poor victims knew not whatthey did; that 
smothering, choking smvke, driving out 
the swolight, lit only by fitful flashes 
of a death-flame whirled in raven gusts upon a 
frightful seene. Prayers, sobbed out from 
throats that gtew more parched in the utterance 
of each sacred word, were mingled with wild 
yells from maniacs from that hour, while here 
and there a mute form showed only its life by 
tbe trem blings. 

Rushing & the single staircase they were 
MET AND BEATEN BACK BY A LIVING HELL OF FIRE. 
Groping to their only window, the bare arms 
outstretched through the panes spoke for help 
as ne voice ever did before. Shud- 
dering at the dizzy heigbt,- they 
turned again only to see theirdeath. The hot 
blast drove them again to the windows, from 
Where they leaped downwards only to rise no 
more. With the loud alarm from belle that 
always tell of terror went the news, and the 
brazen biaze from the metal tongues found 
convulsive echo in the beart of many a mother, 
to whom the news was a death-summons, Jhey 
bastened to the scene with haggard eyes, from 
which feft-tears of doubt aud aespair; press- 
ing. forward, receiving no comfort from 
the “rude throng that hurried along 
beside, and when at the mill they 
were but kept away from that grandlv awful fie 
by curious crowds that seemed so thoroughly 
heartless and uppitying in their ignorance, each 
stupid stare cutting, as the keeness knife-thrust, 
the grief-stricken questioner. Many found their 
fears without foundation. Pity it could not have 
been so for all. Yet the mangied corpse in whose 
death went out tae life-lighi of many an humble 


home was taken up as tenderly as only a moth- 
er's loving bands could do. Some arrived ere 
their cuuld died; others came ' 

ONLY TO FIND A CHARRED CORPSE, 
and as the bodies were borne at intervals to a 
neighboring mission chapel, loog lines of faces 
scanned the cortege. Ere the afternoon was 
over, most of the bodies we:e recovered, and 
the fire was over. As dayligat darkened the 
crowds sought their homes, tae portais of so 
many of which were daraened by the events of 
the day. The dripping ruins, gray and black- 
ened along tbe upper walls, were siill sought by 
some who came to gaze acain at the disaster, 
and when the New England curfew tolled 
the bour of 9, darxners had _ enveloped 
the dismal walls and silently veiled the city and 
ite gnef. 

Up toa Jate hour this evening it was known 
that 21 were kiiled and 20 wounded. Several

DETAILED ACOOUNT. 

Bostow, Sept. 19.—The following account of 
the fire in Fal: River to-day is taken from a dis- 
patch to the Boston Journal : 

Milis Nos. 1 and 2, of the Granite Works, had 
been rapping about twenty minutes when the 
operatives in No. 1 were etartied with a cry of 
fire and the escape of smoke from the fourth 
story. In this, next to the upper floor, was the 
mule-warp spioning department, and there were 
nearly 100 girlaat work unger a male overseer. 
On the in ptt floor, the fifth, about thirty girls 
were empilo spooling and warping cotton. 
These were ine’ youngest of the operatives. With 
the alarm the 

FLAMES SEEMED TO LEAP TO THIS ATTIC, 
coming from the windows below aod up the 
great tower in the centre of the building, in 
which were @il the stairs commupicatiog with 
each story.

getting into the tower, the flames ran up ident 
through the sedis eptrance tothe fifth story, 
then anaes S the roof timbers, filled the two 
great rooms, 150x90 feet, with dense black smoke 
and fame. While the fames were makiog such 
terrible headwav, the operatives 
BECAME FAIRLY WILD. 
The overseers saw there was no wav possible to 
check the fire, and gave their sole attention to 
those whom they had at work. ‘Lhey called to 
them to save themselves, and pointed out ways 
of escape, principally fire-ladiers. The overseer 
of the spooling-room, who remained till nearly 
suffocated, states that the scene in his room— 
and it must have been worse in the room below— 
cannot be depicted. Children ran about erying 
aod begging piteously to be saved, yet wrench- 
ing themseiyes away when taken forcibly to the 
tower while yet there was some chaace, or to the 
iron ladder that reached two of the seuttle-win- 
dows of the south end, opening upon the roof of 
tne balcony at the head of the Twelfth street 
fire-ladders. It was im»ossible to get the reat 
majority to take this method to save their lives. 
Some wanted cloihiog, others sometbing e!se. 
As the fire frightened them away f these 
ladders, they 
RUSHED TO THE WINDOWS 

at the south gabie end, nearly 60 feet from 
ground, but dared not jamp down. Cotton 
ropes were put ou: for them to slide down by, 
but no sooner would a rope be lowered than 
there was a rush for it from below. Too many 
would take hold, when it wou'd break, and ail 
clinging to it would come down in a brach. 
Similar scenes were going on in the mule spin- 
ing-room. The flames had ascended rapidly to 
the eutrance of the tower on the fourth floor, 
cutting off their means of escape, but the opera- 
tives had two ladders of the south gable directly 
before touem, and were urged by the oversders 
and citizens below to take them. Some did, but 
others rusbed headlong upon the baleony and 
dropped or threw themseives from the guaida. 
‘lhere was ample time for every one to have 
been saved bad the girls taken the course di- 
rected. 

The Superintendent. as soon as the alarm was 
given, rushed to the upper story, and, with the 
.verseers, did all possible to save life. When 
the means provided for escape in the mili were 
rendered unavailable by heat, flames, and smoke, 
the people procur 
BEDS AND MATTRESSES FOR THE POOR UNFORTU- 

NATES TO JUMP UPON, 
and many did throw themselves from windows 
to. in almost every case, receive fatal or terrible 
injuries. 

The tiremen worked to keep the flames out of 
the south end, whither many operatives bad 
fled. Ladders, lopg as at command, were used 
to rescue the giris, and it is said that four fire- 
men lost their lives while thus engaged. One 
fireman was lowered from tue roof by_ brother 
firemen into the building, and remained so long 
trying to drive girls forth that be had to be let 
go by those who held bis rope, driven away by 
the smoke, and he was lost. 

MORGUES AND HOSPITALS 
were speedily improvised, the Mission Chapel 
being tasen for ibe latter, aud as fast as tie 
girls could be picked from under the windows of 
the mill, stretchers were 1eady to carry them to 
either Chapel or Central Station. At the latver 
place twenty-five bedies were soon lying, and 
other unfortunates had been taken to stations or 
to homes. [nu a number of instances bodies could 
not be recognized ihey were so disiigured, be- 
grimed aud dirt-covered. in Mission Chapel 
were thore 
WHOSE SUFFERINGS WERE INTENSE. 

Every doctor iv the city was summoned, at 
the earliest nomeut. Tt is not too bigh to piace 
the pumber killed at forty, and tbe injured at 
twice taat number. 

The re was under control shortly before half- 
past 8. Then the eptire roof bad not fallen in, 
por bad the erembled merch below the 
eaves of the north side. The flames had been 
kept almost wholly out of tbe building south of 
the tower, and soa portion of the fourth and 
fifth floors was left. The roof pnurth of the 
tower fell in, and to.k with itthe topsof the 
gable-end wall, a portion of the fifth floor and 
some of the side walls, crashing through to the 
third story. The carding and two weaving floors 
remaived intact.

Burance, it is therefore expected, will cover all 
“joss to the property. It is reported, however, 
that the wails wiil bave to be taken dowa, as the 
grauite of which the Duilding was consti ucted is 
cracked by heat.

Favt River, Mass., Sept. 19.—This ms, beyond 
question, the great cotton-manufacturing centre 
in the United States, Ten years ago it held an 
important position in this branch of industry, 
fairly rankiog with Lowell ard Lawrence in this 
Stase, aad with Manchester in New Hampshire, 
—cities engaged in similar pursuits. These 
were then the leadiog places in the Union where 
cotton was converted into cloth, and as such 
their reputation was more or less extended, 

LOWELL AND LAWRENCE, 
however, by reascn of their representation, 
ia great measure, of the capital, and 
their consequent association with the enterprise 
of Boston, were altogether the best koown, In 
New England, peraaps in the country at large, 
they had acquired great renown for the special 
business they were engaged in,—thbeir names be- 
ing eminently suggestive of calico, sheetings, 
and the various products injo which the Ameri- 
can staple is wrvught. 
OUTSTRIPPED. 

But, within the decade, Fail River has who 
outsiripped its competitors. I: not only rivals, 1 
far surpasses them. Uuvaided by outside influ- 
ence, it has worked out its destiny,—achieved its 
position. To-day, statistics show that this city 
has a greater number of cotton-spindles, repre- 
sents a larger amount of capiial invested im the 
business, and manufactures more yards of cot- 
ton-cloth, than Lowell, Lawrence, and Manaches- 
ter combined. 

THE SITUATION 
of Fall River, aud the vatural advantages it 
possesses, have couduced largely to its pros- 
perity. A portof entryof Southeast Massachu- 
seta, it stretches along the shore of Mount Hope 
Bay, an arm of Narragansett Bay, itself an in- 
let of the Atlantic. The bay forms an excellent 
harbor,—deep, capacious,—where vessels of the 
largest tonnage find safe anchorage. This, of 
course, is very favorable to the business of the 
town,—giving it immediate communication by 
water with the seaports, es; ecialiy with - those 
parts of the country tributary to its 
trade. Cotton is shipped here directly 
from New Orleans, Mobile, Galveston, and 
other Southern ports; and the immense 
quantities of coal necessary to keep the ma- 
chinery running can be iaid down much cheaper 
thao at places farther inland. The harbor is of 
great benefit, also, in shipping the products of 
the mills, largely absorbed by New York, Phila- 
delphia, and other commercial cities. 
HYDRAULIC POWER. 

In addition to the advautages accruing from 
the barbor, Fali River hes with its limits a re 
markabile hydraulic power. This is derived from 
a smaii stream whence the town taxes its name. 
The river has ite source in—is, in fact, the out- 
let of—a chain of- ponds lying to the north and 
east. ‘These cover an area of some $5,000 
acres; have a length of about 11 miles, 
an average breadth of th aarters of «a 
mile; and are supplied by never-failing springs. 
At tbe lowes part, (bey form the stream, or river. 
Tois is half a mile lovug, very narrow, and base 
fali of 158 feet dmiing its course. At its 
ning @ strong dam has been bailt. This so per- 
fectiy regulates the supply that the water- 
puwer has been utilized the entire length of the 
river, the sides of which are so covered with 
manufactories that there is litle space between, 
The river, which im some places is only a few 
feet wide, bas @ granite bed, and is 
in great part, between high bauks 
the same material. This adda 
to its availabiliy. Mille have been 
built directiy across the river, the wheels placed 
in ite bed, and the volume of water thus ecom 
vmuically used and easily coutrolied. 

In the early lusiory of the town, the waters 
power was of tiecidediy more consequence thag 
itis now. Mode:o appliances, aud the needs 
erowing out of larger scope of action, have 
tuown it somewhat into disuse. Steam, is 
mauy instances, vas been added to it ; io others, 
has supplaoted if, Bat, alchough the river 
self has become of comparative insignificance 
as a propelling force, its pure, fresh water, with 
that of the broad expanse of ponds above, is of 
incalculable value iu SS of steam. 
From taem are furni unfailing supplies, 
which mechanical gemius converts into a moving 
power more potent thap that of Nature's be- 
stowal. 

BEGINNING OF THE COTTON-MANUFACTURE. 

The nucieus of cottou-mauufactuiing bere 
dates back to 1813. Then, im what was, and 
what fer several years remained, a mere vill 
of a few huodred inbavilants, three small 
were started. Between 1520 and 15380, two more 
companies were formed,—the popuiation in the 
meautime Laving more than douvied. Iu 1840, 
the number of cotton-miulls had increased to 
eight, containing 32,034 spiudies (about as many 
as one gvca-sized mill now bes), aod the popu- 
lation was 6.738. In 1860, there were eleven 
mills, with a total of 192,620 spindies,—aaving 
an iwcorporated capital of $2,260,000. The pop 
ula ion m that year had become 13,240.

Foreigners Migrating Back to Their 
Native Homes. 


Lack of Employment Here, end Better 
‘Times Abroad, the Cause. 


Statistics from the Transporta- 
tion Lines. 


Wecan see no benefit that is to be derived 
from any attempt to disguise the fact that from 
Illinois, Michigan, Minnesota, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Missouri, and Iowa there is an almost unprece- 
dented rush back to the loving arms of the 
mother country, and the warmth and light of old 
familiar hearthstones. Every steamer leaving 
the port of New York is heavily freighted with 
foreigners who have foun] a temporary home on 
our Western prairies. ‘These may be divided 
into three classes: those who arein search of 


pleasnre ; those returning to spend the winter} 


months amid once-familiar scenes ; and those 
who are driven back from lack of employment 
here, the present low scale of laborers’ wages, 
and the high price of the most common necessa- 


ties of life. 

The first-named class are decidedly in the 
minority, and will comprise only about 7 per 
cent of the entire pumber; the second class 


comprises about 25 per cent; and the last 


named 70 per cent. 

It is exceedingly difficult to arrive at an accu- 
rate estimate of the entire number who have 
forsaken homes in the West to brave the perils 
of the sea and take their chances once more 
with friends in foreign lands, owing to a de- 
termined unwillingness on the part of agents of 
steamship lines having offices in Chicago to 
give the number of tickets sold to emigrants. 
We have endeavored to adduce facts only, and, 
while the result of an investigation shows a 
general increase of emigrant travel going towards 
the East, amiounting to nearly 100 per cent more 
than during the year 1873, yet the exhubit is in 
no wise alarming, nor is it anything more than 
was to have been expected as a natural result of 
the panic, failure of crops in some States, caused 
by the drought and grasshoppers in their ravay- 
ing march, and hard times. 

THE REBUILDING OF CHICAGO, 
too, brought within the limits of our city and 
State an almost innumerable host of mechanics 
and laborers, drawn bere by the unprecedented 
demand for people of that class, who now, find- 
their occupation comparatively gone, grace- 

fully retire from the field of action, to seek in 
foreien climes ‘“‘greener fields and pastures 
pew.” 


Then again 
THE COST OF LIVING 

in the British Isles, Germany, Norwav, Sweden, 
and Denmark is only about one third of what itis 
in the United States, and greater inducements are 
being offered to workmen of all classes in for- 
eign countries than ever before. his, combined 
with the recently prevailing low rates of fare 
from New York to Fastern ports, and the dearth 
of employment for labor, s ailed and unskilled, 
in cities during the winter, gives still another 
cause for the effect. 

With a few exceptions, we*have learned of no 
cases of destitution among the foreign element 
desirous of leaving America, and faily 10 per 
ceot of the number leaving onr shures are peo- 
ple who have saved from their earnings sums 
ranging from $3,000 to $7,500, and are returning 
to epend the remainder of their davs among the 
friends and surroundings of ‘* ye olden time.”

The Lake Breeze. 

A report was current yesterday afternoon that the 
prop Lake Breeze, running between this city and Sc. 
Joseph, Mich., aud belonging to the Lagelman Trans- 
portation Company, had gene to the bottom wita 
every one on board, As there were known to be about 
a dozen passengers on her, considerable anxiety was 
manifested by their friends in this city, The prop 
Lake Breeze left Benton Harbor Thursday evening, 
heavily loaded with fruit and merchandise. The 
stmr Corona, belonging to Goodrich’s Line, lefi 
Beaton Harbor about the same time, end both vessels 
were im sight of each other until they were about 
18 miles from this cily, This’ was about 
4 oclock 4. m., The sea Was very rough, 
the wind blowing almost a gale from the west, 
and it was herd work for the vessels to make any 

dway. Of a suddea the Lake Breeze stopped, but 
the Captain of the Corona, thinking it was nothing 
serious, parsed on without inguiring as to what had 
caused her to do so. The Corona arrived at about 6 
o'clock yesterday morning, and the Lake Breeze was 
expected to arrive shortly afterward, But as the ves- 
sel did not make her appearance for several hours af- 
ferwar, the opinion geined ground that something 
sfhrious had happened to her, Capt. Safeland, the 
General Superintendent of the Engelman Transporta- 
tion Company. therefore hired the powerful tug 
Wood, Capt, Wiliam Crawford, and at § o'clock 
started in search of the misting vena, 
Nothing more was heard of the vessel or the 
tug until a quarter past 6 last evening, wheu 
the Wood came back reporting that she had found the 
vessel drifting before the wind, ber ms ‘hinery having 
broke down about half-way across ihe *, She picked 
her up and towed her across, bu » leave her at 
anchor about 15 miles from wi: : coal having 
given out. As soon ag the | a on board a 
sufficient quantity of coai, out again after 
the disabled vessel, and it is ex ‘d that she will 
bring her to her dock in safet; y early this morning. 
The vesecel was found to be perfec tly seaworthy, and 
the Captain of the tng did not think it necessary to 
take off the pessengers or the crew. The Captain of 
the Corona is severely censured in marine circles for 
passing on without ascertaining the. injury to the 
vessel, 

The Sardinia. 

It never raine but it pours. This is the experience 
of the schr Sardinia, Only a day or two ago this 
vessel was severely damaged by a collision with the 
schr C. L. Johnson, and had not been entirely re- 
paired, when yesterday morning she met with another 
still more serious disaster. The Sardinia was lying at 
ber dock at the north end of Lake s'reet bridge, wnen 
the prop Nebraska, going south, ran into her while 
trying to pass through the west draw of the bridge. 
The Sardinia was struck on the larboard side, crush- 
ing her very badly. It took the propeller sev- 
eral minutes to extricate hereelf from the 
schooner, which went to the bottom in a few 
minntes afterwards. The vessel is entirely 
under water, the masts only sticking out. Several 
of the crew who were on board of her at the time of 
the collision were thrown into the water. All were, 
however, rescued, 

The Sardinia is owned by Mesars. Goodenow & Mc- 
Kay, of this city, and was said to be worth about $9,000, 
She can be easily raised, and her damage will be from, 
$3,000 to $4,000, which ‘will undoubte ly have to be 
footed by the prop Nebraska, which is said to be re- 
sponsible for the disaster. The propeller belongs to

Every available spot 
in the room was occupied by friends 
the prisoners, who have evinced 
a deep interest in their trial 
during its progress from beginning to end, ‘he 
jury, after receiving the thanks of the Court, 
were discharged. Had Blenaerhessett, like 
Seribner, been the fortunate possessor of a wife, 
he in all probability would to-day be a free maa, 
as the jury when they first retired stood ten for 
conviction and two for acquittal ; those two were 
under the impression that Biennerbassett was a 
married man, but on learnivg the contrary 
they gave in, and were for conviction. In the 
care of Scribner, on the first ballot the jury 
stood nine for acquittal and three for convic- 
tion; the three were ignorant of the fact that 
Scribner was a husvand, and his wife 
was awaiting below the decision of those 
twelve men who held the liberty of 
ber husband in their hands, After learning 
this fact, those three jurymen decided with the 
other nipe that Scribner was not guilty.

At the convening of the Court yesterday morn- 
ing the trial of Blumer and Lee was resumed.

A DEFENSE OF MOULTON. 


The Ethics of ** Mutual’? Friendship. 
BY PROF. WILLIAM ©. WILKINSON. 
From the Independent, 

The Brooklyn scandal is a powerful mordant 
influence—to fix the complexion well or ill of pub- 
lic moral sentiment. Because this is so, as well 
as because sacred behoofs of justice to individual 
men and women are involved, itie important 
that we judge righteous judgment. Much of 
what has been severely said concerning the con- 
duct of the intermediary friend of the principais 
in this great moral and social reproach seems to 
me to be both wholesome and just. But, on the 
other hand, not a little of the harsh animadver- 
sion of which Mr. Moulton has been made the 
object appears to me immoderate and inconsid- 
erate. 

This, of course, on the hypothesis that be has 
not been guilty of conscious and intentional 
slander. If Mr. Moulton has willfully lied in 
what he has alleged against Mr. Beecher, then 
no depth of infamy short of the final ‘‘ shame 
and everlasting contempt” is low enough to re- 
ceive and entertain him condigniy. It will be 
noticed that I use the terms “ conscious,” “ in- 
tentional,” ‘‘ willfully.” I hold it conceivable, 
however improbable, that a vast misunderstand- 
ina has been widening its chasm from the first 
between Mr. Moulton and Mr. Beecher respect- 
ing the nature and degree of the fault confessed 
and imputed respectively.

He posserses this quality to au extraordinary de- 
gree. The exclusiveness of the Unions, and the 
stout bonds of friendship which unite its mem- 
bers, are hardly excelled by the same qualities in 
the members of a Free Mason, Odd Fellow, 
Koight of Pythias, or Fenian Lodge. 
These are of course feelings which the 
printers hold in common, but the sources of the 
wide varicty of personal peculiarities are as 
numerous as the peculiarities themselves.

which the foreman has placed them. The fore- 
man of an office cuts up the copy into slips, 
nurmbers them, and each printer takes one as he 
finishes that last on hand. Now some takes are 
much “fatter” than others, notably, for in- 
stance, advertisements, short-verse poctrv, cnts, 
two or three line paragraphs, interviews, all lead- 
ed matter, ete. it is quite acommon thing for 
an old printer, when lifting his take from the 
file, to glance down one or two under takes, and 
find out how far down the fat take lies. which 
information he imparts to a fmend, who decides 
to hold off until the solid matier intervening has 
been disposed of. Itis the correct thing then, 
in order to burry up the disposing of these, 
to give a kindly hint to the country new-comer 
ing exceedingly 
greasy in the take line awaits him. He 
glad at heart at the kindness 
of his new friend, hurries up accordingly, 
and consequeutly etrikes upon a solid mass of 
printed matter and promotes the achemes of the 
oldsters in the business. Gradually, however, 
his é¢ves open to the vain tricks of city printers, 
and day by day he falis into their little villainies, 
and it frequently goes hard with himif be does 
not better their instruction.

As a general rule, however, the great obsta- 
cles to a young couotry printer's success in the 
city do not lie in the vews-room. Uuless un- 
mistakably a poor prioter, and utterly lacking in 
adaptability and the capacity of catching 
wrinkles on the fly, he generally makes himself 
sufticientiy useful to insure a steady job, and, if 
he takes care of himself onteide of the news- 
room, his position inside is a secure one. 

The overwhelming calamity of a printer is 

BAD MANUSCRIPT, 

so bad that it is necessary vo stop and ponder over 
it, lest the proof come back to him biack with 
corrections. iis involves a loss of time, and 
therefore a direct loss of money. To be de- 
prived of a dollar a dav by reason of bad copy is 
no jesting matter. Hence the indigaation of 
the printer concerning those who write bad 
hands, and the number thereof is legion. 

When confronted with au impracticable scrawl] 
there lie two paths before the compositor; 
upon riper rofiection there are three. One is 
to curse the end of the man who did that 
Writing, the pen be used, the ink he employed. 
and the sentiments he expressed, A quiet, 
genial curse of five minutes, followed by the 
return of that take, and an immediate de 
parture from the office, 
thing -to do. It is the depth 
nant cynicism for the _ writer 
above mentioned scrawl to be in and around 
when this cursing is going on, and to rejoice in 
the misery he has wrought. Satan, rloating over 
a lost soul, cannot be compared:to him.

and as a genera! rifle he prefers it of the most 
pronounced and exciting description. As a gen- 
eral rule, he is a bard, a verv hard, worker while 
he works, and the sedeutary and close nature of 
his ocenparion leads him, as soon as his work is 
completed, to concentrate into the little time 
left under his contro! as much of jov and jollity 
and excitement aa possivle. “Hence he is vot 
averse to the exhilarating stimulant, and when 
he has partaken thereof two, or three, or more 
times, as the occasion may require or the length 
of purse permits. he bends his way to the faro- 
bank or billard-ball as naturally as a Granger 
visitor of the Exposition turns to the agricul- 
tural departmeut. Of course this is wrong; it is 
worse, it is wicked, 

The theory of the influence of surrounding 
circumstances upon sentient beings ic soniewhat 
disproved bythe fact that tne matter which 
printers are eternally setting up bas no effect 
whatever upon them. The continual dropping 
of good advice does not wear their stony hearts, 
Day after day Compositor Jones sets up beanti- 
ful littic locals. warning every one to beware of 
the gambier who lies in wait up-stairs; and 
proving mathematically that to win is as impos- 
sible as fora printer to avoid errors. Some- 
times these appeals are written with great 
pathos, borrowed for the occasion from some 
ancient sermon. but all to no effect. Jones sets 
it up cheemly, and then dashes off to a keno 
bank.

The “Writer-Demagogues” Who Impede 
the Advent of the Musical 
Millennium. 


Richard Grant White on Wagner 
and Liszt. 


. 


Public opinion should be the conservatory of 
Art where genius or talent is encouraged and 
guided to a full, symmetrical development ; but 
it is too often a bleak moor, wherem such germs 
attain buta stunted growth. America contains 
the same patural musical taleat as other coun- 
tries,—a fact patent to all wno have to do with 
ite education, and one of which others may be 
convinced by observingewho are the rising lumi- 
naries in the musical world. Now, while this 
talent may. find as good instruction in this coun- 
try as in any other (I assert this with entire con- 
fidence), why does it 

NEVER FULLY MATURE 
if it remains at home? Why are America’s most 
brilliant laminaries found only among those who 
live in Europe? 

Ihe answer is plain: In European countries, 
public opinion upon musical matters, being cen- 
tralized to a focus within the ephere of the best 
musicians, is ip such condition that Art-germa, 
feeliag its mfluence, develop like natural vege- 
tation in a greenhouse; while, on the other 


’ hand, our teachers have no similar conservato- 


ry,—no such genial atmosphere and rich soil in 
which to sow seed ; their pianting-ground is little 
better than @ moor. 

Upon our public Opinion, the two opposing 
forces exerted by the true artiste and the musi- 
cal demagogues work coustaatly; bat, in the de- 
centralized condition of things, little progress in 
one direction or the other can be seen. The in- 
stincts of our people incline toward the right; 
80 the artistic element will ultimately prevail,— 
is gaining ground all the time, but 
so «slowly that those who feel an 
** infinite longing ” for the musical 
millennium often lose patience with the dema- 
gogues,—the teachers and writers who are 
musically coarse-grained and uneducated,—who 
abound and effectively impede its advent. 

THE WRITER-DEMAGOGUE 
is more formidable than his brother of the plat- 
form, because the latter finds many skilled 
workmen of his class to expose as well as oppose 
him, while the former, being generally a man of 
literary skill, finds scarcely any among the artists 
who can measure philological weapons wich him, 
and sv meets little opposition otber than gen- 
eral invective from the few who recognize his 
perversity. This, however, has little effect, for 
the facile writer, schooled in logical expression, 
with knowledge enongh of bis topie to shroud 
it neat'y in technicalities, appears to the mass 
of readers, who are far better qualified to judge 
of a liuierary effort than of @ musical philosopby, 
as @ acholar altogether too strong for his revilers.

WHAT THOSE CONCLUSIONS ARE 
may here be seen * 

That dreariest of composers, Franz Liszt, has proba- 
bly covered more music paper Wilh bas writings than 
Mozart and Beethoven did togetuer, and in all that 
time has not produced one musical idea that is worth 
one of the buttons on one of his old velvet paietots,— 
not one which has character enough, ¢ven 1n its bad- 
ness, to be recognized as one of his; Liszt, of whom it 
is true to aay, the more be writes and the harder he 
works, the more does the stomy eteriity of his miod 
appear; who spends the first t of a movement ta 
announcing that something coming that never 
comes, and the last in subsiding from aclimax that 
has never been reached ; who, finally, for every deed 
of his not done on the piano-stool ought to sit on 
the stool of repentance, 

Ido not propose to defend Liszt: until an 
opinion worthy to oppose Theodore Thoa-sas’ is 
given us, defense is vot needed. Aly hope is 
to throw some light upon the White species of 
musical critic. If he is aot vicions, the im- 
mediate subject of my remarks is “ignorant and 
impertinent,” as the majority of his critics cail 
him. This appears plainly enough in his ve- 
hement and uncompromising mode of attack, 
which, as I have intimated, no intelligent musi- 
cian would care to adopt against a person rever- 
enced by the musical world, who may be thus 


| described: A sane man of transcendent patural 


musical endowments, of large general education, 
a perfect master of the whole technique of his 
art, perfectly couversant with the whoie musical 
literature, one who has enjoyed the closest con- 
tact with the greatest musical minds that nearly 
half a century has seen, and one whose mind is 
the Mecca of all professional musiciandom. That 
such a person has not, ju fifty years’ writing, 
produced @ worthy idea, is a istatement by the 
light of which we get » very good, but very un- 
pleasant, look at its author's mind. Mr. White 
states that Liszt has written ** only fireworks of 
mountainous difliculties,” which he would hardly 
have asserted had he prepared himself for his 
discourse by research such as an honest writer 
would have thought necesgary. He gives us bis 
word that the introductiob of such “divergent 
kevs”’ as occur in Wagner@nd Liszt’s music vio- 
lates the laws of harmouy, To be sure, he says, 
in another place, that bis victim’s compositions 
remind him of *‘ sermons in which the sentences 
were well put together and the language pure, 
but,” ete., 
THUS CONTRADIONING HIMSELF, 
and saving the necessity of explaining to any 
one but him that the laws of harmooy allowa 
sudden divergeace from ‘any one key to any 
other. But it would reqaite an unusual stock of 
pattence to spend time i@ the consideratioa of 
the vagaries of a man whe talks about the *' dis- 
cord of the sharp seventh of the scale” (in his 
article on Waguer), and sof an air passing 
‘* from the dominant to the third of the scale.”

WHICH I8 PERFECTLY CORRECT. 
That the Wagner thought before us is beantifal, 
I do not wish to prove, though I consider it so. 
I desire to show, however, that a “foreigner,” 
like Mr. White, would not be likely to fully un- 
derstand it. When Mozart modifies a phrase, 
be generally first gives out the idea io its sim- 
plest form; thus, when the idea recurs decked 
out 1m anticipations, suspensions, appogiaturas, 
etc., the uneducated hearer is able more easily 
to recognize it, Beethoven often does the same 
thing. But sncceediog writers, probably relying 
upon an advance in popular musical perspicacity, 
did less aod less of this explanatory composi- 
tion, untr, in Wagner. Liszt, and others, we find 
none of it. To appreciate the works of these 
latter requires a knowledge, inbegn, or acquired 
by intense study, of the whole nuance of music, 
such as we have of our mothber-tongue; we 
must be able to watch the gradations of a 
chord-resolution occupying a whole phrase; 
we must be able ww ecarry in the 
mind a’half-a-dozen of these reso'ntions at once, 
as Murphy used to play as many games of chess 
bimdfoided; we must be able, upon hearing bat 
the first tone or two of an idea, to feel what is 
called key-relationsbip, as Agassiz, baving given 
bim a single bone, could construct the whole 
skeleton. These, aud manv such feats, porfect- 
ly easy and natural to a born musician, must be 
us sue & comprebend and follow, not Wagoer and 
iazt “Oily, but much of Schumann. The 
rausical pretenders, in attempting to do this, 
are like our schoolboys translating Virgil, 
puzzling their heads over the counection of the 
subject here and the predicate a dozen lines 
away, the verb lost and the limiting clauses ob- 
stinate. Or, to use my 
“ LANGUAGE” ILLUSTRATION 
in a more familiar way : 

Sappose a flippant Italian to go into England, 
and, after traveling about aod hearing the 
speech of ite people enough to become very 
familiar with its sound, he imagines himself 
competent to criticise ite writere. He takes a 
volume of the native poems, reads, aud com- 
mente: 

Breathes there a man with soul so dead— 
* How can aman breathe with soul? What 
nonsense! But, woreve still, he imtimates that 
the soul can die, which is utterly subversive of 
religion!” Who never to himself hath said—— 


| **and there’s no interrogation poiot aiter it! 


A direct question without an iaterrogation-point ! 
Why, the man is ignorant of the first priaciples 
of written language!” This is my own, my 
native land “An assertion without the 
shadow. of a proof. Whose heart hath ne'er 
within him burned, As home—— ‘** Who ever 
heard of a heartin conflagration? Though, to 
be sure, he beautifully illustrates his meaning 
by bringing to mind the imposing spectacle of a 
home in flames; still, a good poet would never 
suggest,the very unpcomfortabie sensations of a 
man with a burning bouse inside of him.” 

His footsteps he hath turned—— “* Now, ‘ to 
turn’ means ‘to revolve,’ and no truly poetical 
writer could ever cocsider a man’s legs as he 
would a cartwhee! ;” ete. 

Overdrawn ? It may be; but I sometimes see 
musicel criticism, intended to be profound, that 
seems to me as stupid as that supposed above. 
Only imagine the article upon ‘ Scott asa 
Poet” which this Italian would write upon his 
return home! 

Mr. White, in his two articles, takes the ground 
long occupied by the 

MOST CONSERVATIVE OF THE CRITICS 
(though he disavows his conservatism), and is 
original only in the extremity to which he goes. 
Nothing of the spirit of song breathes through 
his writings, though one might justly look for it 
in essays 80 elaborate upon musical subjects. 

His efforts to convince his readers that he is 
an authority would never appear among the 
words of one who felt bimself master of his 
subject. ‘Ignorant, I was not?” he says, 
speaking of his former criticisms; and as Marcus 
Antonious Dwight tenders him the coronet of 
present sapience, he fails to follow an example 
especially familiar to bim, but eagerly dona it. 

In the preface to *“‘ Words and Their Uses,” 
Mr. White asserts that he is no echolar, though 
he fairly blackguards (with classical quotation) 
one of the most able critics of his book who in- 
ciines to agree with the prefatory remark. It is 
to be hoped that the same spirit of seif-dispar- 
agement will soon overtake him in his musical 
career, and assail him, as it shouid, with iniipite- 
ly more sincerity. 

Whep public opinion on musical matters is not 
too ready to follow whoever beckons to 1t with a 
magniticent flourish, native Art will at once be- 
gin to assume more satisfactory proportions than 
at present.

In this clean, pretty lake-side town, with its 
white brick buildings, wide streets, and handsome 
residences, I find the nucieus from which all the 
Wisconsin watering-points of interest radiate; 
aud here I write my fare well of Wisconsin, 

THE LAND OF PROMISE 
to all future generations, since her riches of 
resource seem inexhaustible, and she grows 
great by introspection. If Art has failed to make 
her abiding place here, Natare has been over- 
lavish, and the grand painter has spread ber 
colors, cunningly mixed, over acres upon acres 
of landscape-picture. There are no mistakes in 
Nature's coloring.

W. W. EVERTS, D. D. | 
There is no man in the Northwest who is so 
thoroughly identified with the Baptist denomi- 
nation, the propagation of Baptist doctrine, or 
the extension of the material interests of that 
denomination, as the Rev. Dr. W. W. Everts. If 
a church is to be dedicated anywhere in the 
country, Dr. Everts is the first man thonght of 
to conduct the services, since he is sure to draw 
an audience, and is not likely to let its members 
go until they have either thrown the contents 
of their pocket-books into the contribution-box, 


or have given a pledg® for the payment of a sum 
of money in the future. Dr. Everts is, some- 
times called the Baptist Bishop,—a title which he 
probably does not resent, but is rather proud 
of. since it is expressive both of his prominence 
and of his energy. He is more frequently called 
the great church-beggar on account of the fro- 
quency and the success with which he calls upon 
the brethren of his own and of sister churches to 
give to the Lord; but heis not merely a man 
who can so operate upon human emotions as to 
make e man feel ashamed unless he gives bij 
last dollar toa chufch enterprise; he is also. 
careful and wise financier, whose skill is fre- 
quently cailed in to give advice as well as aid to 
weak es. The denomination cannot af- 
ford to be jealous of a man who, by honesty ard 
efficiency, given to the Baptiets of the whole 
Northwest a name and power second tono de- 
nomination; much less afford to lose the ter- 
vices of the man most capable of restoring their 
burned edifice and erecting a second which will 
ibe a lasting honor to Chicago. 

a. Everts was born in Washington County, 
New York, in 1814, from whence bis father emi- 
grated to 8 a few miles from Detroit, 
where he died in 1833, leaving a family of nine 
children, the eldest, Wiliam, scarcely out of his 
teens. The mother, who is still living, removed 
back, at the request of her dying husband, to 
the East, that her children might be educated. 
William's fitness for the ministry being observed 
by @ friend, it was decidea to send him to Ham- 
ilton College, N. ¥Y., where he was obliged to 
make his way, a8 80 many others have done, ex- 
hibiting an energy and purpose which won the 
admiration of his tutors, and the frieudship and 
esteem of his acquaintances. . 

At the age of 22 he left the Theologica! Sem- 
inary to take charge of the Tabernacle Church 
in New York City. Here be at once developed 
the leading characteristics that have so marked 
his course since. He immediately became fa- 
mous for bis zeal in the work of church exten- 
gion. After atime apart of his congregation 
baving | to establish a new caurch 
centre, he left the Tabernacle Church and 
founded the Laight Street Church, on St. John's 
Park. His success here was equal to bis highest 
expectations ; but the severe labor which he had 
imposed upon himself bad so impaired his health 
that he was obliged to seek a change of scene 
and a period of rest. 

A to Europe was accordingly undertaken ; 
bot it did not result in a compijete restoration of 
bealth. On bis return he therefore undertook 
the control of a quiet country Baptist parish in 
Central New York, whose very name, Wheatland, 
pases the rural surroundivgs of the place. 

inspired his little country church with much 

of his own missionary zeal; the congregations 

and, before he left, be had been in- 

stcumental in causing the building of a fine 
house of worship. 

He next accepted a call to the First Baptist 
Church of Louisyilie, Ky., where he stirred up 
the pure minds of the Baptists in that city to 
the undertaking of many new church enterprises. 
In 1859 he accepted a call from the First Baptist 
Church of this city, where he has labored con- 
tinuously, with a few vacational intervals, from 
that time to this. 

He assumed the pastoral care of the First

The Christian Union, giving the results of 
missionary workin heathen lands, quotes these 
statistics : 

At this moment, over China, Japan, Persia, Hindoe- 
stan, Turkey, East, South, West, and Norta Africa, 
Madagascar, Greenland, and the hundreds of Pacific 
isles, are 31,000 Christian laborers, toiling diligently 
to represent unto sorrowful men the beauty of Curist’s 
love. In these lands schools, colleges, and theological 
seminaries have been established, wherein Christian 
education is given to 600,000 youths of both sexes, 
Outeide the bounds of Christendom tbere are now es- 
tablished 4,000 centres of Chrietian teaching and liv- 
ing; 2,500 Christian congregations have becn estab- 
lished; 273,000 persons are now members of the 
Christian Church; and populations numbering in all 
1,350,000 have adopted the Coristian name. In India 
and Burmah alone are 7,430 missionaries, native 
preachers, and catechists ; nearly 3,000 stations and out- 
stations ; 70,857 communicants. “ The Baptists have

PERSECUTION OF CATHOLICS.

The Western and 
Southern are in charge Of the French ; and it is

olics. Persecution may be said to have its 
home in this country. During the whole reign 
Menk-Menk, whom Abbe Durand styles the “ Ne- 
ro of Anam "—1620-47—persecution prevailed, 
foreign priests and natives were pat to death 
and the converts were dispers During tho 
reign of his successor, the present mouarch, Tu 
Duc, the state of affairs has not been much 
better, despite French armed interference, The 
present severe persecution is said to have com- 
menced Feb. 25, 1874. It anpears to be a pop- 
ujar movement against Christianity, and is 
conducted in part by insurgent chiefs, though 
the | age eee winks at the offenders. A num- 
ber Of Christian villages have been burned and 
their inhabitants have perished in the flames or 
by the sword. Five parishes, with about 10,000 
converts, are said to have been completely 
blotted out. Several villages have been block- 
aded, for the purpose of starving the ishabit- 
ants. In the Southern Diocese large numbers 
have been driven from their homes into the 
mountains. Here they are bunted down with 
dogs. One village, Xa-Doai, having 12,900 in- 
habitants, bas successfully defended itself with 
arms.

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THE FALL RIVER CALAMITY. 
The accounts of the great fire at Fall River 
yesterday. and of the destruction of human life, 
will be read with feelings of unmitigated horror. 
The Granite Mill No.1 took fire shortly after 
the 700 operatives bad begun work. The fire 
sped with such rapidity that all the ordinary 
means of egress were cut off, and the only 
chance of escape was by leaping from the 
windows. It does seem strange that in a build- 
ing where so many persons were employed there 
were no adequate means of egress. The con- 
struction of stairs on the outside, and communi- 
cating with each floor, to be used only in such 
emergencies as this, would have been a compar- 
atively inexpensive addition to the cost of the 
building, but 1t would have saved the hives of all 
the inmates. At the time we write this, the ex- 
act number of deaths by buraing,. or of those 
killed and fatally injured by jumping from the 
upper stories, has not. been ascertained, 
though the details are most harrowing. 
This is another and terrible sacrifice of human 
life resulting from a wanton disregard of all 
prudential considerations in the construction of 
buildings. It is but a few vears since one of the 
Lawrence mills actually fell down, owing to its 
imperfect construction, burying under its burning 
ruins hundreds of operatives. In the Fall River 
case the mill was strong enough not to fall 
down, but the means of exit were so few and 
were so situated inside the building that they 
were immediately engulfed in the flames, leav- 
ing the hundreds of men, women, and children 
at work with no means of escape. Surely, it 
will hardly, require many more of such calami- 
ties to satisfy our law-makers that no man has 
as right ‘thus to trifle with human life, and that 
no building should be used and occupied until it 
has been inspected and found to be provided - 
with all the conveniences which common pru- 
flence and ordinary foresight may suggest for 
- the safety of life and property.

i THE CODE OF DISHONOR. 
A certain class of newspapers and persons 


| throw stoves at Theodore Tilton by asserting 


that when he proves that Beecher seduced Mrs. 
Tilton he establishes his own dishonor. 

There was a time in the history of England 
when the men of “society” considered it the 
highest distinction to have debauched the wives 
of others, and the higBest disgrace to have had 
their own wives debauched. The novels and 
plays of that period made successful libertines 
the heroes, and the deceived husbands objects of 
derision and contempt. The term “ cuckold” 
was applied to the husband of the guilty woman, 
and has descended to our time ae a term of most 
dire reproach. In those days there was no re- 
senting such outrages by husbands of the lower 
classes. As they dared not resort to 
Open violence against their superiors, 
they generally accepted the situation. 
Among the upper eclaszes, such crimes were 
avenged by duels; but even this remedy had a 
limitation, for a royal paramour was regarded as 
rather an honor to the family. 

The only remnant of this atrocious code which 
now remains is the idea that a husband who is 
wronged in this manner is necessarily disgraced. 
In point of fact, no person can be disgraced by 
any act but his own. As well insist that a man 
can be disgraced by the acis of his parents, his 
children, or his brothers and sisters, as by that 
of his wife. To consider a man in any way im- 


peached or dishonored by the guilt of | 


the wife in whom he had placed his 
‘confidence, is not only unjust but barba- 
rous. If his wife dies we give him our 
compassion. If she does something which 
pierces his heart far worse than death, he is 
assailed with epithets and derision. No one 
considers the wife in the least degraded by the 
infidelities of her husband. Nor does any man, 
save the low-bred and the naturally vulgar, up- 
braid and ridicule the husband for the infidelity 
ofthe wife, uviess he had provoked it, or is a 
consenting party to it. This crime, like all 


others, directly affects and degrades the persons: 


tommitting it, and nobody else. The crime of 
the busband can no more degrade his wife than 
can that of the wife degrade the husband. To 
degrade either there must be s knowledge and a 
consent, or a subsequent approval by the accept- 
ance of a price or consideration for the dis- 
honor. The absurdity of holding Tilton dis- 
honored by the act of his wife is illustrated by 
the fact that Mrs. Beecher occupies precisely 
the same situation. Both stand iv the same re- 
lation to the guilty pair, and, if either be dis- 
honored, the other must be likewise and in the 
same desree. 
There is no pretense that Tilton was aware of 
the act until the confession in July, 1870; nor 
| is there any pretense that since that date he has 
accepted favors, or money, or agsist- 
«ace of any kind from Beecher, or that he has 
had any socia] relations with him save those re- 
‘sulting from the common effort to prevent any 
such revelation of the matter as would expose 
Mrs. Tilton and injuriously affect her in the es- 
timation of her children. He therefore is free 
from the reproach of having had any knowledge 
of the relations between Beecher and Mrs. Tii- 
ton, and was in no wise consenting thereto be- 
yond placing the most unbounded confideuce in 
‘the mental purity and personal chastity of the 


sons insist on as reproaches to Tilton are that he 
did not kill Beecher, and that he forgave the 
wife and again lived with her. No person can 
‘read the late statement of Theodore Tilton with- 
out admiring the manly, chivalrous, and noble 


fortunate wife from the dastard blows of those 
who first degraded and have now abandoned her. 
His defense of her from the cowardly allegation 
of Beecher that she had thrust her affections 
upon bim unsought, isone of the bravest and 
most magnanimous papers ever written. It 
stamps its author as a man of honorable im- 
pulses, braving all things to defend the mother 
of his children, though she deceived him, con- 
spired against bim, and fivally left him to con- 
sort with his enemies and her own betrayers. 
The men who reproach him with cowardice in 
not shooting Beecher, and with meanness in 
forgiving and taking back the repentant wile, 
are incapable of appreciating that higher, nobler 
courage which maintaiued him through four 
years of desolation and poverty to sacrifice every- 
thing, endure everything, to protect the 
seemingly broken-hearted and _ sorrowful 
wife. He might bave assassinated Beech- 
er as other men have assassinated other 
seducers, and thenceforward, branded with the 


mark of Cain, pursued by the tears and sorrows 


of two families, have sunk into the contempt of 


mankind, He was too brave morally aud physi- 


| eally to murder Beecher without giving the latter 


an opportunity to be beard: He had that cour- 
age which enabled him for four years to accept 
the scorn and contempt of his fellows undeserv- 
edly rather than disclose tue shame of his wife, 
and teach his children to despise their mother. 
He had the courage, far greater than that of any 
assassin that ever lived, which enabled him to 
witness his enemy and the destroyer of his once 
happy home enjoying all the glory, and honors, 
aud emoluments of the world, and to maintain 
a silence that was deemed essential to the peace 
of the stricken, penitent, and entreating wife. 
At last came the hour when, in addition to the 
agonies of four years, his enemies invaded the 
house which they had previously desolated, 
and carried away, a willing captive, the woman 
for whom he had braved and endured 80 much ; 
and then, and not till then, did he strike the 
biow which he did strike—a blow which, like 
the last agony of Samson, will pull down a 
mighty temple, even though himself be buried 
in its ruins. 


THEODORE TILTON. 

Theodore Tilton has shown himeelf, in the 
present controversy, to be one of the most pow- 
erful writers of our time. The flighty brain and 
eccentric character commonly ascribed to him (a 
reputation acquired in part by bis alliance with 
the Woodhull! crowd, and in part by the change 
in his religious views) nowhere appear in bis 
several communications to the pubiic in the 
Beecher case. The circumstances under which 
these pavers were produced might well have 
shaken a strong man’s intellect. To a scattered 
family and a ruined home there was added, in a 
most sudden and unexpected manner, the pearly 
unanimous condemnation of the press of his 
vicinity. Publie opinion in New York and Brook- 
lyn, to which he looked for support if not for 
sympathy, turned upon him with fierce indigna- 
tion. He was denounced asa liar, a slanderer, 
a knave, and a dog, on the one hand, and as a 
an unnatural father, and a self-de- 
stroyer, on the o:her. Nevertoeless, he has not 
only kept his mental balance undisturbed, 
but has returned the fire of. his enemies from 
time to time with the mecst point-blank and 
deadly effect. His last effort is the crowning 
achievement of ail. For sustained strength, 
keen analysis, crushing argument, and gl. wing 
sarcas'n, it challenges comparison with any effort 
of Henry Ward Beecher in the most palmy days 
of his career. If Mr. Tilton does not bear the 
sword of truth in his hand, he has imitated it 
more wonderfully than apy magician of ancient 
or modern times. 

Nor can we overlook the fact disclosed by this 
correspondence that Mrs. Tilion is a woman of 
more than ordiuary intellectual gifts. Though 
ber moial nature has been so undermined and 
eaten away that nobody can believe anyching 


cuckold, 


{ she says, the public cavnot have failed to no- 


tice in her ietters the evidences of a mind well 
worthy to be mated to Tilton’s brilliant parts. 
And to this quality of bers, as well 
as to her moral excellencg before she be- 
came ensuvared by Beecher, does he frequently 
bear lively testimony. That they lived harmo- 
niously and happily together down to the period 
of her fall from virtue, is proved by their cor- 
respondence. The only criticism passed upon 
this correspondence relates to its too sugary 
character,—its excessive sweetness,—but whose 
love-letters, if genuine and unreserved, would 
not be liable to the same objection and criticism 
in the eyes of third persons? If anything were 
-wanting to establish the fineness of Mrs. Tilton’s 
original mental constitution, it is foundin the 
extraordinary interest she excitedin Mr. Beecher, 
and her capacity to set that great man bounding 
and rebounding whenever she sent him a few 
lines of what he called “ real inwardness.” 

Theodore and Elizabeth Tilton, the parents of 
four living children and two dead ones, are now 
estranged in a manner which makes it seemingly 
impossible that they should ever be united 
again. Nevertheless, Mr. Tilton defends her in 
the most chivalrous manner against the attacks 
of the Plymouth Church Committee, and main- 
tains that when she first sinned she was not 
consctous of sinping,—that she was in a state of 
color-blindness, unable to distinguish black from 
white. If this defense of her against the attacks 
of the Plymouth Church Committee, and of Mr. 
Beecher himself, cannot penetrate her soul, and 
tell her on which side her duty lies, then is she 
lost indeed.

Whatever has been saidin the past, however, 
about the weaknesses and failings of mothers- 
in-law ; however much trouble they may have oc- 
casioned ; and however subtie and desperate they 
may have been in undermining their sons-in-law, 
none of them seem to have equaled the Hon. 
Mrs. N. B. Morse in the capacity to make & 
house warm and lively fora man, and no one 
has drawn such a picture as that furnished 
by the graphic penof Mr. Tilton, 
one sitting has taken his revenge for years of 
misery, and holds that mother-in-law upon his 
pen-point wriggling like a beetic on a pia.

Hardly daring (o take the young and vigorous 
son-in-law by the throat, her favorite mode of 
attack seemed tobe desperate parasol-thrusts 
at him, resulting in the loss of several 
sun-shades at odd times. These attacks were 
not dangerous, and, as Mr. Tilton paid little at- 
tention to them, she adopted a more violently- 
suggestive policy by seizing the carving-knifo, 
striking warlike attitudes, and expressing the 
cheerfu! desire to cut his heart out. This feat 
of surgery not impressing Mr. Tilton with much 
admiration, he ordered her out of the house. 

At this point we have the mother-in-law as 
the plotter. No longer able to charge upon him 
with her parasol, or hover over him with carv- 
ing-knife in hand, she weaves a subtle plot to 
prevent Tilton from getting a divorce from his 
wife (as sbe imagined he would do), the offense 
being known to her and all concerned.

THE SUNDAY-LECTURE SOCIETY. 

The London Sunday-Lecture Society began its 
work in 1869, with a subscription-liet of £182 and 
a membership-list of 156 persons, among whom 
were Huxley, Tyndall, Darwin, and Carpenter, 
It has all London to draw upon for lecturers 
and hearers. [ts success has naturally been 
assured from the start. That bugbear of all 
philanthropic enterprises—lack of money—has 
never haunted its managers, The Chicago Sun- 
day-Lecture Society was started last spring by 
half-a-dozen persons, who endowed the infant 
organization with about a dozen dollars. lt was 
poor. It was unknown. It was something en- 
tirely new in America. It hada very smail circle 
of lecturers to draw upon. It met with some 
slight clerical opposition, although none of its lec- 
tures attacked religion in any way, and although 
they were delivered in the afternoon for the 
express purpose of avoiding interference with 
church services. Nevertheless, the Society pros- 
pered from the start. It attracted the attention 
of some of Chicago's best citizens, who served 
as its Vice-Presidents. It drew fair audiences 
for each of the ten lectures in its opening course, 
and large audiences for some of them. The 
Rev. M. J. Savage, Dr. N. W. Abbott, Prof. J. 
W. Clarke, the Rev. Robert Collyer, Miss Kate N. 
Doggett, and Prof. Nathan Sheppard were among 
the lecturers. The audiences were drawn from 
all classes of ‘the community. They came to 
learn, and showed a steady attention that finds 
no parallel in tbe ordinary lecture-room. The 
Society was, throughout the spring, a positive 
and potent power for good. It was a great 
The expenses of the season were 
just covered. The deficit left by the re- 
ceipts from the sale of eutrance-tickets, 
which were disposed of for 10, 5, and 2 cents, was 
made up by subscriptions, the heaviest of which 
was #4. The cost of the ten lectures was $129.65. 
All the speakers volunteered, and no persog 
connected with the Society received a cent from 
itin any way. Thissum was absorbed by the 
three items of rent of hall, music, and printing. 

This season the Society starts on a broader 
basis. The managers of the Grand Opera-House, 
formerly Kingsbury Hall, have very generoualy 
offered it free of rent for the season. This un- 
expected and most welcome donation will enable 
the Society to deliver its lectures in_gne of the 
prettiest, most central; and most comfortable 
halls in the city. ‘About thirty lectures will 
be given, from October to May., The most 
eminent men and women in the country will be 
invited to speak. The price of admission will 
not be over 10 cents. Everything betokens a 
successful season. Chicago has reason to re- 
joice in this. The Sunday-Lecture Society, in 
putting scientific, historical, literary, and artistic 
knowledge withia the reach of every man, 
woman, and child in the city, is doing permanent, 
substantial good.

THE SCIENTIFIC TREATMENT OF STRIKES. 

The British Association for the Advancement 
of Science has combined theory and practice in 
an admirable way. Its last meeting, as our read- 
ers scarcely need be told, was at Belfast. ° There 
was a strike, seven weeks old, at Belfast. On 
Tuesday, Aug. 25, the Eeonomic Section of the 
Association was to discuss the general subject of 
strikes. A happy thought led to the invitation 
of employers and employes to attend the session. 
Papers were read on the politico-economic laws 
affecting the prices of labor and other commodi- 
ties, on the scientific view of strikes and lock- 
outs, and on the economic law of strikes. Then 
the workingmen present were invited to speak. 
Two of them did so. One employer replied. 
The speeches showed that each side, thor- 
oughly misunderstood the other. The work- 
ingmen claimed that wages were to be 
eut down 15 per cent, that the trou- 
ble was a lock-out rather than a strike, and 
that their efforts to have the question arbitrated 
had been in vain. The masters, through their 
spokesman, answered that the proposed reduc- 
tion in wages was only 6 per cent, that the quar- 
rel was a etrike, and that they would be only too 
tlad to have it settied by arbitration. This last 
statement must bé put to the credit of the Asso- 
ciation, for the men’s assertion that the employ- 
ers had refused to arbitrate was perfectly true. 
When matters had gone thus far, settlement was 
easy. The workipgmen’s request, that Prof. 
Huxley, or Prof. Tyndall, or some other eminent 
man of sciepvce should act as arbitrator, was 
negatived on the ground that it was better that 
masters and men should come to an agreement, 
if possible, without the intervention of 
third parties. On Wednesday, «a com- 
mittee of workingmen met the Ooun- 
cil of the Fiax-Spinners’ Association, The 
men accepted half of the proposed reduc- 
tion for themselves and their boys, and ungal- 
lantly sacrificed the women operatives by letting 
the masters cut down their wages as much as 
they wished. On Thursday morning, thirty-six 
hours after the Association began the discussion 
of the question, the seven weeks’ strike, which 
had cost the operatives a million dollars, was at 
anend, and the linen-milis of Belfast were ai 
work again. 

This is a good way to popularize science. The 
suggestion of the New York 7ribune, that the 
American Association for the Advancement of 
Science should appoint a standihg committee to 
arbitrate all strikes submitted to it, is worthy of 


-the Association's attention. Arbitration be- 


tween masters and men is8 almost un- 
known on this side of the  Atlan- 
tic, while in England the Boards of 
Arbitration suggested by Mr. Antony Mundella, 
M. P., are permanent institutions in many man- 
ufacturing towne. We have hitherto described 


| Mr. Mundella’s plan at length. Suffice it to say 


that it contemplates a standing committee of 
employers and employes in every industrial cen- 
tre, to which all questions of work and wages 
ase refered. its Gecimons have only mozal 
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force to back them, but that proves sufficiently 
potent in nearly every case. Where such 
Boards do not exist, individual arbitrators can 
always be secured. Mr. Mundella and Judge 
Rupert Kettle have saved England and English- 
men millions of dollars by arbitrating and gettling 
strikes in their wwfancy. Great Britain bas 
proved the truth of the theory. America can 
confidently and easily adopt it. 


POLITICAL HISTORY OF AMERICA. 

The student of American politics can find no 
guide through the labyrinth in which he becomes 
involved. The so-called political histories are 
mere campaign compendiums. Benton's 
‘Thirty Years in the United States Senate” fur- 
nishes a maas of materials for the future histo- 
rian of our politics, just as Sumner’s “ His- 
tory of American Currency ” furnishes the 
raw material for the future writer of our real 
financial history. Yet Benton’s thinly-disguised 
autobiography is really the best book on political 
history which we have. There are many biogra- 
phies of prominent politicians, but very, very 
few of them ean be read with.implicit trast. 
Too many biographers belong to the Parton-Ab- 
bott school, which regards a telling portraiture 
as something much better than a truthful one, 
Others are pervaded with such an absorbing ad- 
miration for their heroes that they can find no 
room in their minds for anybody else. The re- 
sult is that in their pages the United States, and, 
in fact, the rest of the world, revolve around 
Adams, or Webster, or Clay, or Jackson, as the 
case may be. Despite al] that has been written 
and published, the inquirer into any particular 
epoch of our history, as for instance the strug- 
gle of Jackson with the United States Bank, 
has to read thousands of pages of speeches, and 
construct from them, slowly and laboriously, a 
theory of the subject. A curious illustration of 
this was given by an Eastern university, a couple 
of years ago. Ita thousand students were in- 
vited to write for a prize of $250 on any one of a 
number of given subjects. One of these subjects 
was ‘* The History of the Whig Party in America.” 
Of the many who began work upon this fascinat- 
ing theme, not one finally wrote. None had time 
to read and digest the cumbersome masses of 
material which had to be studied. A constitu- 
tional history of America would be a book of 
absorbing interest,—if there were but a Hallam 
or a May to write it. Such a history is interesting 
in proportion to the changes which it chronicles ; 
and our institutions have been changing 
from the start. The growth of the 
President's prerogative is as good a theme 
as that limitation of the King’s prerogative of 
which May treats so well. The gradual, but 
steady, abolition of all restrictions upon man- 
hood suffrage and the consequences that have 
flowed from it demand a volume by themselves. 
It is perhaps too early to write of the War and 
of Reconstruction ; but the century between 1760 
and 1860, to which May confined his ‘“‘ Constitu- 
tional History of England,” might well be re- 
viewed ffom an American standpoint. Our in- 
stitutions grew into definite shape during that 
century, and the events at its close marked the 
close of the first era of our constitutional his- 
tory. The field liesopen. Can America find a 
Hallam to enter upon it ? * 


ENGLISH SOCIALISM. 

Robert Owen left England in disgust bevause 
his gospel of socialism found few believers 
there. Fourier thought the English mind inca- 
pable of grasping the lofty conveptions of his 
socialistic schemes. The two apostles were un- 
just. Their teachings have borne fruit, from 
time to time, in spasmodic undertakings. A few 
of the faithful think that they see the causes of 
disaster hitherto and can avoid them hereafter. 
They have founded a community on a farm of 
31 acres in the New Forest, Hampshire. They 
seem to have borrowed ideas from St. Simon, 
for their ruler is a woman, whose title is simply 
Mother. Her power is absolute. She governs, 
we are told, “by the law of love,” which is 
very fortunate. The Bible, as expounded 
by her, is the community's code. There is no 
marriage. The members, like American Shak- 
ers, live togetheras brothers and sisters. The 
membership is drawn from all ranks of society, 
save the very highest and the very lowest. The 
majority are poor and illiterate, but some are 
wealthy and cultured. As the farm does not 
pay, itis more than probable that the moneyed, 
members are being heavily taxed for the sup- 
port of the others. The community contains 
craftsmen, agriculturists, shopkeepers, students, 
etc. The men do not wear any distinctive cos- 
tume, but the women have, of course, introduced 
anew fashion. It seems to consist of panta- 
loons and jacket, plus a short skirt. ‘“ None can 
realize without actual observation,” writes 
an enthusiastic correspondent, ‘* the peculiar yet 
pleasing and attractive effect of this dress, worn 
by nearly every female in the family, whether of 
early or mature years.” The community plays 
as well as works. Music is its chief delight. 
Tne proverbial soothing effect of this may ex- 
plain the remarkable statement that-the society 
has ‘‘ the fullest liberty with the most perfect 
unanimity.” Such a state of things exists no- 
where else,—and will doubtless cease to exist in 
Hampshire ere many months have come and 
gone.

ANSWER. 

1. If the magnet could be used so that it 
would perpetually overcome the attraction of 
gravitation (at reguiar intervals), the machine 
could rightfully be called ** perpetual.” But the 
magnet cannot be so used. Its power to attract 
the moving points in the machine is gradually 
lost, when itis thus employed; the ‘attractive 
force ¢ven becoming one of repulsion, under 
certain conditions. 

2. It is scarcely fair tc ask us what is neces- 
sary to the existence of a thing which cannot 
possibly exist; but we may state what are the 
conditions imposed at the United States 
Patent Office when application is made for a 
patent on “ perpetual motion.” The applicant 
is informed that, if ne will send a model of the 
machine to the Office, it will be placed under 
lock and key for twelve months, and, if found 
running at the end of that time, a patent will 
be granted. If our correspondent has a ma- 
chine that will anewer this condition, it 
matters not whether it be propelled by 
magnets or gravitation, provided it should

fore” our correspondent, or any other that can 
be constructed by the hand of man, or of woman, 
could properly be called perpetual; the per- 
petual motion is a mathematical absurdity. 

In the midst of the grave political matters 
now distracting the country, there is danger that 
one act of the President's may be overlooked, 
and one which is deserving of universal and 
hearty commendation. On the 2d of last Au- 
gust a committee of prominent Icelanders, forty 
in number, prepared a memorial to President 
Grant setting forth that their people are bent 
on emigration, and that they have settled upon 
Alaska as the country best fitted for them and 
nearest resembling their own land. They fur- 
ther set forth that, being poor, they are unable to 
charter a vessel for the purpose of examining 
Alaska, and therefore have appointed a com- 
mittee of three to wait upon the President and 
ask permission to visit Alaska upon some United 
States vessel not otherwise employed. Con- 
cluding the report, the memorialists say: 

The region which we desire our agents to look at is 
but a small portion of that vast territory, being only 
Kodiak Island, and the neighborhood of Cook’s Iniet, 
and the long Peninsula of ka, We judge that two 
or three weeks upon the coast of that country will be 
sufficient for our purposes, which are only to confirm 
the report of Dell in respect to these portions ef the 
territory. 

We ase most desirous to begin this summer, lest 
Canada (a country where our people might perhaps for 
the present thrive, but which does not seem to usa de- 
sirable place of settlement for our race) should secure 
permanently the of Icelanders which is 
just beginning. . 

The Icelanders are poor, and the voyage to Alaska 
(even by way of the Panama Isthmus) is » long ofie; 
but we are sure that if a small colony can only be es- 
tablished there, and ifthe settlers thrive, they will 
soon earn money to bri over their relatives, and 
that the bulk of the population of Iceland will ulti- 
mately find its way thither. 

The Committee appointed by the memorialists 
waited upon the President some time since, and 
were very kindly received. The result of the 
interview was an order for a sloop-of-war on the 
Pacific Coast to makeatrip to Alaska and take 
the three Icelandic Commissioners. If they 
report favorably to their countrymen, Alaska 
before long will be peopled by a hardy, intelli- 
gent, and industrious race of people.

Early in the summer a most violent phase of 
religious fanaticism appeared in the German col- 
ony at Rio Grande de Sul, in Brazil. It appears 
that a certain quack pamed Mauer and his wife, 
finding medical imposition unremunerative, 
turned their attention to the establishment of a 
new religion combining the tenets of the Thugs 
of India and the Woodbullites of the United 
States. They laid down as the first general prin- 
ciple community of women and property, and, 
as the second, the destiuction of ali other sects 
in the world. Incidentally this doctrine prohib- 
ited work further than was necessary for the 
maintenance of the community generally. It is 
a pretty well-established principle that the more 
extravagant a religious creed the greater 
the readiness with which it is seized, 
and the tenacity with which it is maintained. 
The Muckers in this instance accepted the 
creed announced by the ignorant pair without 
question, and early in June commenced slaying 
unbelievers. In less than a month they es - 
tablished themselves very securely, and strength- 
ened their position by murdering all who came 
in their way. At the beginning of August ‘hey 
successfully resisted a regiment of Brazilian 
troops, repulsed them, and enlarged their area of 
operations. Latest advices represent them as 
securely entrenched, while the surrounding set- 
tlements are preparing for the extermination of 
these rampant religionists. 
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Another Weston has appeared to challenge 
the wonder and admiration of those who think 
walking the highest and noblest aim of fallen 
man. His name in addition to Weston is George 
Washington. In the fall of 1872, Mr. G. W. 
Weston and family left Brownsville, Neb., for 
Texas. When they arrived there they found 
that yellow-fever was prevalent, and made their 
way to New Orleans. Life in New Orleans was 
no more agreeable there than it is now, and they 
determined to return to Brownsville. Possess- 
ing but a few dollars, they were compelled to 
admit that ordinary modes of travel were closed 
against them. Mr. Weston expended his capital 
in @ wheelbarrow, a tent, and a few other arti- 
cles, and determined to walk back to Ne- 
braska. He left New Orleans with his wife, three 
children, and wheelbarrow, in February, and has 
steadily jogged along toward his destination. 
He arrived in St. Louis last week and pitched 
his tent in a vaeant lot, waiting to obtain a little 
work and recruit his strength and that of his 
wife. St. Louis should not allow that man to 
leave the city. Such sturdy independence and 
enterprise in a few of her leading citazens would 
be of great benefit to her. George Washington 
Weston should be provided with work in order 
to teach St. Louis how pluck and energy may be 
exerted under the most distressing circumstan- 
ces. | 
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The interval allowed to elapse between death 
and the disposal of the remains in India seldom 
exceeds a few hours. Theclimate, which strong- 
ly urges, if itdoes not necessitate, the practice 
of cremation, forbids the retention of a corpse 
as long as European and American custom 
demands. The TZimes of India describes 
the cremation of Naryan Massedo, a 
distinguished Hiudoo, who was kilied by 
the falling of his building at Malabar Hill 
The funeral was attended by a very large con- 
course of people. The natives use no apparatus 
for burning their dead. The furnace consists of 
six upright posts, half-way up which a rude plat- 
form is made to rest the body upon, the posts 
serving to keep the corpse in position. Blocks 
of sandal-wood, leaves, and light branches are 
piled under and above Pie body, which is com- 
pletely concealed by the fuel. The Hindoo rite 
requires that the pyre should be lighted with 
sacred fire, carefully brought from the residence 
of the deceased, and the eldest son applies the 
torch of sandal-wood which kindles it. In the 
present instance, after applying the torch, the 
relatives of the dead were led away while the 
burning was going on, and in three hours not a 
distinguishable vestige remained of the influen- 
tial leader of the Hindoo community who at sun- 
rise was in the enjoyment of perfect health.

English betting men have complained bitterly 
of the temporary expatriation which the law has 
imposed upon them. They have hitherto found 
in Paris a refuge where book-making could be 
carried op without fear of molestation by the 
police, and have availed themselves of this im- 
munity from prosecution. Many Englishmen, and 
an equal number of Parisians, have succeeded in 
establishing offices in the city for the purpose of 
betting, and these are known as ‘*pari-mutuels.” 
Previous to the Franco-Prussian war, the busi-, 
ness was moderately carried on, but the exi- 
gencies of the case put a stop to further trans- 
actions.

Té has been a very common boast among citi- 
zens of Chicago that the peculiar human resi- 
denee known as a ‘‘tenement-house ” did fot 
flourish in their ‘midst. In the great cities of 
the Atiantic seaboard the ‘‘ tenement ” ie a recog- 
nized institution, chiefly noted for vile construc- 
tiom, mwwerable ventilation, and unspeakable 
filth, From it have sprung more diseases than 
from any other agency. it has been the nucleus 
of contagion, and the recruiting-sergeant of 
death. Who that is familiar with the great city 
of New York, does not remember those dreary, 
dirty, lofty. narrow buiklings extending in long, 
gloomy rows along Mott aud Mulberry streets, and 
many other localities inhabited chiefly by the 
poorer classes? They were, indeed. a crying 
evil; filled from basement to.roof with disease 

‘and misery; crowded with wretches who could 
never hope to breathe healthy air iu an aimos- 
phere eo vile; overran with vermin, and rank 
with the foul odors of slops and foul ordure. 
For many years the tenement nuisance stunk in 
the nostrils of the American metropolis, until, 
finally, i 

AN OBDINANCE WAS PASSED 

placing the establishments under the control of 
the Board of Health, and granting to that body 
the whole force of the Municipal Government to 
mitigate the evil. The ordimance made it legal 
for the Board of Health to condemn and cause 
to be vacated any filihy or pest-ridden 

tenement after, in the first place, notifying the 

landlord , ee of the same that such a course 
was about'to bepursued. Notice could be served 
that the premises must be vacated within forty- 
eight hours,—if the case was particularly urgeut,

It, too, has many objectionable feat- 
ures, but it is not one-eighth part as bad as the 
dreadful hotel. The rentals range from $5 to 
#9 per month. Above and below itare a num- 
ber of rookeries filled with the, very dregs of 
prostitution, the inmates brazehly displaying 
their grimy, bloated features a 
dows without the shadow of remonstrance from 
the police patrol. The condition of the street, 
from Harrison to Twelfth, is abominable—noth- 
ing hke it avywhere in the West. Verily that 
section of the city is given over unto Belial. 

The Board-of-Health man said to the reporter : 
‘“In New York City all this would be remedied. 
Suppose cholera, or fever, broke out in this lo- 
cality, what could stop it? The landlords ought 
to be held responsible, and other municipal reg- 
ulations should be adopted. Those shanties 
where fallen women are crowded are thronged 
with all kinds of vermin. The beds and bed- 
ding crawl with them. Disease ig rife among 
tuem, and there is noremedy. It is really sick- 
enivg. Now we'll go and see & specimen of 

1H ITALIAN TENEMENT 
—a bad one, but far from being the very worst.” 

The explorers then drove to a place in rear 
of the * Holig Tree Inn” restaurant, No. 185 
last Monroe street, and there discovered a nest 
of foréiguers,—nearly all from Savoy,—eighteen 
or twenty families, with tong of children, com- 
pressed into a brick building of moderate pro- 
portions. ‘The place is owned by aa Italian cit- 
izen,—Mr.‘Cnny. To all theee families there 
1s allowed only a single water-closet, and that on 
the ground floor. Even the basement is garri- 
soned by the corps of rag-pickers. The rooms 
are all scaut ip size, unecarpeted, and, generally 
speaking, filthy. ‘The visitors were re- 
ceived by a crowd of swarthy, rag- 
ged,--brigandish-looking men, and some stout, 
weather-beaten, curly-haiured, good-hamored 
women, not one of whom could speak Englizh. 
Some of the children, however, could, 
chatted away quite freely. They explained that 
their fathers were apple-venders, rag-pickers, or 
musicians, and that their resources did not 
enable them to pay for better quarters. They 
were, therefore, compelled to use what they 
could afford, paying, on an average, $5 rer 
month for the yet gerry they occupied. On 
being asked if they felt no ill-health from the 
stifllug atmosphere around them, they replied 
that they were used to it. Nearly all the 
men were late arrivals from Ita'iy, and a 
more degraded sample of the once. all-potent 
Latin race could not be imagined. Some of 
them retained the classic features of old Rome, 
but that was all, Yet the denizens of Mr. 
Cunv’s barrack# are not by any maane the worst 
types of their class in Chicago.

Erie street is no; much removed from an ordina- 
ry boarding-howse in point of comfort. In point 
of fact, it is far ahead of some of those con-

Tho next place visited was 
THE SWEDISH TENEMENT-PUILDING, 

No. 1382 Sangamon street, near the corner of 
West Indiaua. It is rented bya person named 
Forehbaus. ‘This piace 1 clean and decent 
enough, only for the absence of a proper 
air current. The atmosphere is close and sp- 
proaches the stifling. The children look ghastly, 
—a certain indication of bad air,—and, in all 
respects, it might be much improved. 

This remark applies to several other buildings 
of the same character in the Eleventh Ward, ail 
situated in or about the region referred to. 

FOURTFENTH STREET. 

“Now,” said the Board of Health officer to the 
reporter, ‘‘you lave seen something of a bad 
class of tenements. Lhave, however, reserved 
an unsurpassable place of human misery for your 
further experience. We shall drive to the patch 
in rear of Michigan avenne, on Fourteenth 
street, where the young Italian was 
murdered Monday night. It is called Indiana 
ven pretensions to that dis- 
tinction are very slim.’ 

The visitors proceeded to that pomt, and found 
that the region indicated began at the head of 
Fourteenth street, near the lake, where it joins 
Indiana avenue. There are two dilapidated 
wooden houses, Nos. 1, 2, 3, and 4, once inbab- 
ited by decent people, but now abandoned to 
Italian lazzaroni, who would do infinite disgrace 
to the alleys and quays of Naples. From the 
underground burrow, called the basement, to 
the topmost garret, the houses are filled with 
Italiané—men, women, and children—of the 
lowest order. Their chief vocation is 

THE NOBLE ART OF RAG-PICKING, 
and the entire charnel-house emeils of tainted 
raiment, steeped in swill beer and stale alcohol. 
The menwho hang around the place are the 
lowest types of human society—almost black—a 
cross between Polish Jews and the very worst 
class of plaptation darkies. It is imposstble to 
suppose that these beings have m their veins 
the biood of the conquerors of the ancient 
world. They must have descended from the 
camp-followers of Hannibal, who sojourned 
many years in the sunny plains of Iialy. 

The explorers were received not over-gracious- 
ly by a drunken woman, clothed in garments 
redolent of dreadful) smells. 

SHE SMELT OF GIN AND TORACCO, 
and spoke a kind of bastard English. ‘This crea- 
ture showed her visitors her room,—a dive about 
8 feet long by 6 wide,—in which there was ono 
bed, about the width of an average lounge. The 
““chamber” smelt like dead rats, and was ut- 
terly unbearable to persons accustomed to any 
kind of cleanliness, The “bed” was filled with 
parasites, and other things that need not be de- 
scribed. This state of. affairs was bad ciough, 
but hardly approached in horrogghe basement 
and upper floors, where a whole crowd of 
wretches, of all sexes, were congregated. Ver- 
min seemed to pervade everything, and the 
efiiuvium was beyond any human comparison. 
This is the den in which the young Italian lost 
lis life on Sunday evening. It was a happy re-

4 correspondence of Miss Aiken with Dr. 
Channing began, in 1826, by her acknowledg- 
ment of the receipt of his work on Multon, aud 
soptinued until his death in the year 1542. 
When th® first letter passed between the two, 
both had attained to years of maturity, Dr. 
Channing being aged 42 and his correspondent 
41, Miss Aiken reached the mpe ageof 84, her 
decease occurring Jan. 29, 1864. The correspond- 
ence which 1s here given to the public does 
honor to the head avd the heart of both writers. 
It is characterized by the freedom and the frauk- 
ness of a high-toned friendsimp ; and’all subjects 
calculated to interest active and thoughtful- minds 
are discussed, one after another, as they happen to 
arise, with the intelligence and the gravity 
which their importance demands. Lach writer 
gaye to the otwer the benelit of his or her best 
thoughts and soundest opinions ; aud, as & con- 
sequence, the letters, which were a niutual ad- 
yentace to themselves, are instructive to the 
general reader. While they are not marked on 
either side by any extraordinary charms and 
gr of the epistolary etyle, they are replete 
with entertaining and suggestive . passages 
which inform upon topics of both temporary al 
permanent interest, and afford a pleasing in- 
eicht into two earnest and elevated characters. 

‘We make room for a few extracts from the 
correspondence, which, in the reading, were 
noted as particularly striking in tuemselves, or 
as conveying the clearest expressions of somo 
idioeynciacy of the writer. In creating of relig- 
jon,—a subject nearto the hearts of both,— 
Miss Aiken writes to Dr. Channing: 

With fanatice, religion is rather a substitute for mo- 
rality thau a support to it; and I have selaom studied 
the character of a thorough-paced enthusiast without 
finding reason to believe that itcontained a dash of 
koavery. . % . Lhave as much Presbyterian blood 
in my veims as any of your New-Englanders { Miss 
Aiken’s grandfather was the Rev, Jonbm Aiken, a Dis- 
senting minisier); and, from the elders of our family, 
I have picked up volumes of traditionary lore concern- 
ing the old Diseeuters of Bedford, who built & meet. 
ing-houee for John Bunyan, and their brethren of 
Northampton and Leices‘er,—stili stronghoids of Cal- 
vinitm. From the wiiole,1 conclude tust they were 
ucnally lordly husbands, harsh parents, Inerciess Cel— 
sors of their neighbors, systemaXically bostiue to all 
the amenities of lave, but not lees fond of money, or 
maore scrupulous in ‘the means of acquiriug it, than 
the worldiings whom they reprobated, 

In that gentle and charitable spirit that made 


Dr. Channing eminent among men and clergy- 
men, he repiies to Miss Aiken : 


In much which you said of the Puritans, I accord 
wiih you. But bave you made allowance enough for 


the power of self-déception? I suppose the best 

art of the sect came to this country, and they un- 
doubtedly possessed much stern devotion to what they 
thought right. They had the stronger virtues in no 
common degree ; but a false and narrow theology, and 
the narrow maxims of their age, turned their very 
strengh of principle into harshness, intolerance, and 
unkindness. The Puritans here were 3 more honest 
race than you suppose, but, I am afraid, not mor 
amiable. Their fellow-sectaries at home were, 1 
doubt not, terribly corrupted by struggies for power, 
and by political success. 

Hallam, the historian, was a personal friend 
of Miss Aiken, and, among other iliustrious 
worthies. she frequently alludes to him. for 


example : 

I wish you coula put your historic di “culties to the 
auihor himeelf, as 1 did eome of mine a few months 
ago, eta party where we were glad to discuss instead 
ot dining. Sucb atorrent of knowledge he poured 
upon me! He talks faster than any other mortal who 
ike wisely and who has lost his teeth, and hard task 


Of another great personage ebe writes, ina 
letter dated. 1550: 
Brougham is our new Lord-Chancellor,—the Edin- 
burg-Reviewer,—the Radical Whig,—the apostie of 
whiversal education and popular’ literature,—whom 
we are astonished and delighted to behold in that 
highest dignity of a subject! This is the man, the 
oniy man, whose powers! contemplate with wunder. 
In society he has the artless guayety a good- 
hnmored child, Never leading the conversa- 
tion, never for audience (in 
truth, he has catches the ball 
as it flies, with a careless and umrivaled skill. His 
Bittle narratives are inimitable; the touch-and-go of 
hig remarks Jeaves a trail of light behind it. 
On the triteset subjects he is new without 
paradox and without effort, simply, as it seems, be- 
cause Nature has interdicted him from common- 
lace, With that tremendous power of sarcasm which 
e has so often put forth in public, he 1s the sweetest- 
man in private life, the kind/iest in its rela- 
tions, the most attractive to his friends,—in ehort, aos 
sdmirable as he is great. His first great epeech in the 
House of Peers, on his plan for distributing cheap 
justice to the people, afforded a curious exhibition of 
the manners of the House, I have the account from 
Mr. Whishaw, who accompanied the Chancellor: 
“None of the cheers, none of the applause, of the 
House of Commons,—no interest in so great and use- 
ful a subject, On the impassive ice the lightnings

Miss Aiken snatches up the glove thus defi- 
antly cast at her feet, and hurls it back again 
with more energy and feeling, probably, than 
Dr. Channing had anticipated. The little “ his- 
tory” she develops in the course of her re- 
marks, is especially worth attention : 

As to the very delicate subject of comparative tean- 
ty (she wriie*], our travelers attest that you have 
many pretty girls ; so have we; and even Miss Sede- 
wick pronounces that ** The English woman is magni4- 
cent from twenty to five-and-forty! Wo are satisfied; 
so let it rest, 

With to our step, or stride, aa you eay, I have 
@ little history to give you. Down to five-and-forty or 
fifty years ago, our ladies, tight-laced and “ propped 
on ch heels,” had a short, mincing step, pinched 
figures, — faces, weak nerves, much affectation, « 
delicate heiplesenees, and miserable bealih. Physicians 
preacribed exercise, but to htiie purpose. Then came 
that event which 1s the beginning or end of everything, 
the French Hevolution. The Parisian women, 
amongst other restraints, salutary or the contrary, 
emancipated themselves from their stays, and kicked 
off théir petits talons. We followed the example, and, 
by way of improving upon it, learned the march of the 
drili-sergeant, mounted boot, and bid defiance to dirt 
and foul weather. We have now well-developed fig- 
ures, blooming cheeks, active habits, firm nerves, natu- 
ral and easy manners, a scorn of affectation, and vig- 
orous constitutions, If your fair daughters would also 
learn to step owt, their bloom would-be Jess transient, 
end fewer would fill untimely graves, I admit, in- 
deed, some unnecessary inelegance in the step of our 
pedestrian fair ones; but this does pot extend to lv 
dies of quality, or read gentlewomen, who take the air 
chiefly in carriages or on horseback, They walk with 
the same quiet grace that pervades all their deport- 
ment, and to which you have seen nothing similar or 
comparable, . . Again, your charge of want of 
delicacy 1 cannot understand. The women of every 
£uropean pation charge us with prudery, and I really 
cannot cohceive of a human being more unpassailabie 
by just reproach on this head than a well-conducted 
Englishwoman, We have, indeed, heard some whim- 
sical stories of American damsels who would not for 
the world speak of the deo even of atabie, or the back 
even of a chair; aud I do confess that we 
aro not delicate or indelicate to this point. 
, Be pleased to consider that you hive 
te seen im your country none of our 

dies of high rank, and few of your people, except- 
ing diplomatic characters, have had more than very 
transient glimpses of them here; while we have bad 
the heads of your soviety with us. Now, I must 
frankly tell you, in reference to your very unexpected 
claim for your countrymen of superior refinement, 
that, although I have seen several of them whose man- 
ners were too quiet and retiringto give the least of- 
fense, I have neither seen por heard of any who, even 
in the society of our middle elasres, were thought en- 
titied to more thau this negative commendation,—any 
who have become prominent without betraying gross 
ignorance of more than conventional good-breeding. 
The very tone of voice, the accent, and the choice of 
phrase, give us the impression of extreme inclegance. 
Patriot and staunch Eepublican as you are, I think 
you must admire the a-priori probability that the 
Metropolis of the British Empire—the first city in the 
world for size, for opulence, for diffusion of the com- 
forts, accommodations, and luxuries of life, as well as 
for all the apphances of science, hterature, ‘and 
taste,—the seat of a Court unexcelied in ep'endor, 
and of an eristocracy abeolutely unrivaled in 
wealth, in substantial power and dignity, and e#- 
pecially in mental cultivauon of the most solid and 
most elegant kind,—would afford such a standard of 
graceful and finished manners as your State Capitals 
can bave no chance of coming upto, Further : it has 
been most truly observed that, in every country, it is 
the mothers who give the tone both to morals and 
manners ; but with you the mothers are, by your own 
account, the tolers. Oppressed with the cares of 
house and cuiidren, they either retire from society into 
the bosom of their famity, or leave at least the active 
and prominent parts in it to mere giris ; and can you 
suppose that the art and acience of good-breeding—for 
such it is—will be likely to advance toward perfection 
when all who have attained such proficiency as experi- 
ence can give resign the sway to giddy novices 7 With 
us it is different. Young ladies do not come owt tall 14, 
and then their part ie a very subordinate one. It is 
the mother who does the honors of ber house and sup- 
ports conversation ; and her daughters pay their visits 
beneath her wing. Under wholesome restraint like 
this, the young best learn self-goverpment, .. . 

Ove of your young women showed her taste and 

breeding by asking an English lady if she had seen 
“ Victoria ;” and I must mention that Miss Sedgwick 
hae thought proper to describe the first and greatest 
lady in the world as “a plain little body,”—adding, 
“ Ordinary is the word for her.” It was no woman, 
luckily, but your Mr. D., who bad the superlative con- 
eeit and impertinence to express his surprise to a 
friend of mine at finding so much good society in Lon- 
don. Now, I think I have given you enough for one

Canada in the Olden Time. 
THE OLD REGIME IN CANADA, By Francois Parx- 
man, Author of “ France in the New Worla,” e., 
etc. 8vo., pp. 448.

This fourth volume of Mr. Parkman's valuable 
eeries of historical narratives of the early settle— 
ment of North America by the Jesuits, and the

| pioneers of France and of England, covers a 


period of over a hundred years, extending from 
1653 to 1763. At the commencement of this 
epoch, the entire French population of Canada 
was less than 3,000: and, at the close, it bad in- 
creased to but little bevond 20,000. 
whole space of these dreary years 
occupied with ibe paiwful and é con- 
tinual etruggie of tiie colonists i for 
a bare existence, with an incessant and doubtful 
warfare with the savage and treacherous Indians 
of the forest, and the not less savage, and often 
as treacherous, forces of a wild and upeubdued 


Nature. 

The firet portion of the volume, under the 
title of ‘‘ The Period of Transition,” relates the 
story of the immense and amazing toils, aad 
privations, and sacrifices of the Jesuits in their 
brave but blind efforts to establish the suprem- 
acy of the Papal authority over the Province of 
Canada. ‘Thew heroic and quenchiess zeal in 
what they deemed the holest of causes 
extorts our admiration, though it may 
not sti® our sympathy. They voluntarily 
resigned whatever comforts and aillure- 
ments, home and friends, rank and 
fortune, might hold one to them, and, in a rigor- 
ous climate and a feebie settlement on the out- 
skirts of a barbarous wilderness, endured with- 
out flinching, while life lasied, the guawing mis- 
ery of cold, and hunger, and sickness, and the 
ever-present peril of death at slow, tortur- 
ing hand of the biocodthirsty Indiah. No appre- 
hension, no certainty, of the extremest suffering 
daunted them. A religious enthusiasm of the 
most fervent and engrossing nature enabled 
them to sustain with serenity and cheerfulness, 
if not with exultation, the deprivation of every 
pleasure and prospect that helps to render life 
on earth easy and tolerable. 

During the twenty-seven years included in this 
period, the Jesuits made a bold but fruitless at- 
tempt to organize a mission among the Onon- 
dagas, on the shores of the lake that bears their 
name, and im the neighborhood of the salt- 
eprings that have sipce created au opulent in- 
dustry for the City of Syracuse. During those 
years there were fierce and desperate combats 
with the wily and malignant savages, whose 
hordes could not be subdued into a peaceful dis- 
position by the handful of white men that had 
recklessly penetrated into the interior of the 
lawless kingdom; there were as fierce, though 
less fatal, struggles for the balance of power, 
between the Jesuits and the Sulpitians, in which 
the former finally won the victory; there was a 
prolonged contest over the Bishopric, ending in 
the triumph of Laval; and there was laid, in 1668, 
the foundation of a seminary for training young 
men for the priesthood, and a lesser seminary 
for the education of boys in the hope that they 
would one day take orders. These two schools 
still survive, and form one of the most impor- 
tant Roman-Catholic institutions on our Conti- 
nent. 

The second portion of the book, entitled 
“Tne Colony aud the King,” gives a bistgry of 
the Royal interveation by which the Marquis of 
iraey, with a retinue of young nobles and a 
crowd of emigrants, conveyed succor, and 
strength, and new courage, to the hearts of the 
few and faint, yet faithful, colonists ia 
Canada. By the prompt action of ‘Traey 
and bis fresh soldiers, the Indians were 
at last reduced to something like decent 
bebavior toward the white settlers, and a more 
hopeful condition of order aud prosperiiy was 
introduced among themselves. The concluding 
eight or ten chapters, which vividly depict the 
situation of the colonists, the extent of their 
trade and industry, the nature of their Govern- 
ment, the characters of their rulers and priests, 
and the habits and manners of the people, are 
the most mteresting in the volume. In them 
we get many a pew and clear glinipse of “the 
Grand Monarch,” Louis XILV.,—of his capacity, 
his principles, and policy, and mode of 
goveraments. We see him arranging the 
details of state with his Minister Colbert, 
sitting in the bedchamber of Madame 
de Maintenon,—the one in a large easy 
chair; the other on @ stool opposite, with a 
huge bag of state papers on another stool ; and 
the silent but attentive Madam a little one sid

Scottish Chap-Books. 

THE HUMOROUS CHAP-BUOKS OF SCOTLAND, 
By Joun Faaste. Pari ll, l2mo., pp. 238%. New 
York: Henry L. Hinton. 

Por a period of about 200 years, beginning in 
the early part of the scventeenth ceutury, the 
only popular literature of Scotland was printed 
in the form of tracts called chap-books. The 
term chap is a perversion of the word cheap, 
and was given to these tracts on account of 
their low price, They were printed on the 
coarsest paper that would take the impression 
of type, and, in the beginning, in black letter, 
but, at a later day, in the type now in use 
The cheapest were sold at a penny each, 
and generally consisted of a single sheet 
duodecimo, or 24 pages, and flaunted on the 
title-page, by way of decoration, a coarse wood- 
ent. ‘The contents of the tracts are muiscellane- 
ous,—embracing suggestions on theology ; lives 
of heroes and martyrs; stories of giants, ghosts, 
and witches; histories in verse; and songs aud 
baliads. Thep were sold about the country by 
peddlers, or chap-men (cheap-men), who carried 
them, along with other smali wares, in the pack 
strapped at their pack. 

Up to the close of the last century, the high- 
ways of Scotland were in a most wretched con- 
dition. Conveyances, even of the rudest 
sort, were rare. Of railroads and _tele- 
graphs there were none, and == the 
cheap ost was not i yet in eXist- 
ence. Tne chap-man, therefore, who trudged 
on foot from bamlet to hamiet and house: to 
house, was everywhere an important and wel- 
come visitors, bringing the latest news and gos- 
sip, together with bis bundle of chap-books ard 
light merchandise for the accommodation and 


| entertainment of the isolated and ignorant — 
iter- 


antry. ‘Lhe diffusion of a higher order of 

ature has, within the past forty years, driven the 
ehap-books out of the prominent markets; still, 
in some parts of Scotland and the north of 
Engiand, they are yet sold largely at the cheap 
and second-hand book-stalls, . 

in the second part of bis intergsting eseay on 
the chap-books of Scotland, Mr. Fraser gives a 
biographical sketch of Dougal Graham,—one of 
the last and most noted anthors of this sort of 
literature,—aod an alalysia of some of the best 
koown chap-books, Graham beionged to the 
humbie clses for which he wrote, and his books 
faithfully reflect the morals and manners of the 
Scottish peasantry of the last century. It is 
not an agreeabie picture which they present ; for 
the rudevess and vuigarity of low life in Scot- 
land, till within a very late day, are really past 
description. Itis only from specimens of the 
popular literature of a people that their position 
in the scale of civilization can be aecurately de- 
termined. Historians may point out with the 
utmost definiteness the traits and* habits of a 
nation in a past century, and still the reader of 
the present decorous and enlightened age will. fail 
to gaina perfect appehenszion of their case. But 
the perusal of a play or two, if the drama was 
in vogue among them; ofa few of their folk- 
songs and favorite prose works,—reveals the 
whole story of a people's character and attain- 
ments. 

So with the chap- books of Scotland. Sir Walter 
Scott and Motherwell both wrote in terms of 
high praise of the tracts of Graham. The 
former once said, in a letter toa friend, that they 
embraced *‘ unquestionably several coarse, but 
excessively-meritotious, pieces of popular bu- 
mor. The‘ Turnamspike ’ alone was sullicient 
to entitle him to immortality. I had, in my early 
life, a great collection of these cheap-books, and 
bad six volumes of them bought before I was 10 
years old, comprehending most of the most rare 
aud curious of our popular tracts.” But the an- 
tiquarian alone will now turn over these books 
with especia! relish. The student of history may 
wade through qpe ortwo for the sake of the 
knowledge they best convey, but their extreme 
crudenéss and rank indelicacy will effectually re- 
pel the refined taste.

This paper edition of 
Shakespeare is just the one to have lying about, 
anywhere, under hand, realy to be snatched up 
in answer to the passing mood fora few lines 
from the great master, and to be thrown dowa 
again when the whim is satisfied, without a 
thought as to where it will light, or how long it 
may lie in the corner it has dropped into. There 
is nothing so comfortable as a pair of old shoes, 
and a book you are vot afraid to batter. 

The text of this edition has been carefully 
expurgated, that it may be fit for introdnction 
into our schools, and for the use of the 
fastidious reader. Each separate play. is pre- 
faced with an introduction, ana illustrated with 
copious notes, by the Rev. H. N. Hadson, of 
whose acknowledged ability as a Shaksnpearean 
annotator itis unneceseary to speak at this late 
day. As far as our observation extends, this is 
the cheapest and handiest form in which the 
plays of the great dramatist have been present- 
ed to the pubdiic.

THE MOSQUITO, 

A Trarsuve reader asks us for a history of the 
tuneful mosquito. “As we are compelled,” he 
says in bis letter, “to pay this gentieman or 
lady considerable attention these hot nights, we 
should like to know something about him. One 
of our family suggests there is something de- 
moniaca! in his disposition, as evinced by the fact 
that, when the sufferer covers his head with 
mos quito-netting, she insects plant their battery 
of music against his ear, as though in «4 rage 
that they cannot reach their victim. Some thick 
they are attracted by light; however this may 
be, I beheve they are more attracted by 
smell of humanity, for you may bave a lamp in 
one,room, and sitina dark room yourself, and 
the demons will leave the light to fasten on to 


you.” 

The name mosguito is indiscriminately ap- 
plied, ip this and some other countries, to vari- 
ous species of Culex, or gnat. The term should 
be restricted to the Culex Mosquito ; but the or- 
dinary observer will not, of course, pause to 
make fine distinctions, and every species of gnat, 
troublesome or otherwise, that comes under the 
popular eve, is carelessly called a mosquito. 
Gnats, of which there are many especies, are 
found in all parts of the world, even in the Arc- 
tic regions. The traveler in Iceland complains 
of their disagreeable attentions, and tells of a 
certain lake on the island, on whose banks they 
swarm in such devse clouds that neither man 
nor beast can retain life many minutes among 
them. Horses that have been heediesely brougtt 
to the spot have, in frequent instances, been 
quickly bled to death by the myriad lancets 
thrust into their veins at once oy these vicious 
and voracious insect-surgeons. in parts of Rus 
sia and Lapland they are so tiger-like in dispo- 
silion, and carry such formidable weapons, 
that scarcely any protection avails against them. 
Their lancets are there turnedinto swords, which 
penetrate the tiuckest clothing, and inflict the 
torment of innumerable keen wounds. in some 
localities in South America, especiaily along the 
Amazon aud its tributaries, vast regions are ren- 
dered uninbabitable from the presence of im- 
mense and ineatiable armies of gnats. The 
wretched natives of some infested districts sleep 
with their bodies covered over with sand 3 or 4 
inches deep, and their heads, which must be 
left out, swaddled in bandages. 

The female gnat or mosquito deposits her 
egos on the surface of stagnant water. We copy 
a description of this last act of her life from 
Wood's ** Insects at Home”: 

Placing ber front legs on a piece of floating stick, 
straw, or anything thai will support her tiny weight, 
ahe aijows the middie pair of legs to rest on the suriace 
of the water, and crosses the hind pair soas to look 
like the capital letter X. She them deposits a rather 
long and spindle-shaped egg, and places it upright 
with the base downward inthe angle of the X. Another 
egg is quickly placed by the side of the frst, and fol- 
lowed by others, all of which are glued together bye 
cement which is not affected by water. Guided by the 
crossed legs, the eggs are formed into a beat-like shape, 
and are then left to float on the surface of the water. 

These little egg-boats are quite plentiful in the sum- 
mer time, and any Dumber can Le taken for the pur- 
pose of experimenting. Their shape very much resem- 

les that of the life-boat now in use, and, like the life 

boat, the egg-boat cannot be sunk, and, if capsized, 
rights itsels again immediately, Even if the contents 
of the vessel be powred from a height into the pond, 
the little boats float at once to the surface like 80 many 
corks, and each, as it rises, assumes its proper posi- 
tion. 

When the larva 16 ready to leave the egg, it 
pushes off the lower evd, which opens like a 
little round trap-deor, and lets the laiva 
viarly called “wiggler’’—out into the water. 
This wiggier is the oddest little * fish” imag- 
inable. it bas a long body, a large head, and a 
forked tail, and jumps and jerks through the 
water with a ewift zig-zag motion, When it 
needs to breathe, it comes up to the surface and

hangs head downward, for its respiratory organs 


termivate in a pipe attached to the last segment 

f the body, and, thrusting this above the water, 
the airis inbaled through it. The larva feeds 
upon microscopic insects and particles of vegeta- 
tion and earthy matter, and this is of great ser- 
vice in purifying standing water, which would 
otherwise breed malarial diseases. So the mos- 
quito is not without its use im the world. Lin- 
nus long ago showed that, if two barrels of 
stagnaut and impure water be placed side by 
side, and one be covered with gauze and the oth- 
er left exposed, the second will soon be full of 
wigzlers and emit no unsavory ‘odors, while the 
first, secured from the approach of mosquitos, 
will shortly besome “rank and smell to 
heaven.” 

lhe wiggler changes its skin three times in 
the course of a fortnight er three weeks. It 
then enters the pupa state, and is transformed 
in both shape and condition. Its body is short- 
ened, rounded, and bent nearly double. In this 
stale it eats notuing, and remains chiefly in re- 
pose. Jtisable to swim, however, by alter- 
vately bending and straightening its body. The 
respiratory openings of the air-tubes are now in 
the thorax ; consequently, it rests wita the head 
upward at the surface of the water. The skin 
is, at this stage, so thin that the various mem- 
bers of the insect can be seen through it, as 
they lie closely folded together. When the mo- 
ment comes for the perfect image to emerge, 
the pupa etraightens out on the surface of the 
water, the case splits along the back, and the 
insect swiftiy and speedily drawe itself out. It 
etands for aa instant on the now empty shell, in 
order to shake out its crumpled wings and ai- 
low the veins to fill and swell; then it mounts 
aloft, to the shrill tune it always sings im its 
flight, and is ready to suck the biood of the first 
victim it encounters. 

The male goat, which may be distinguished by 
ts feathered anterne, is imoffenmve. The 
female alone is armed with a lancet, and, be- 
fore she stabs, sings about our ears antil we are 
frantic. Her murderous instrument is com- 
posed of six fine, sharp bristles, inclosed in a 
cylindrical tube, clothed with minute feather- 
hike scales, and terminating in a kind of knob. 
Tle sting of her wound is caused by a poisonons 
fluid which is-injected through the proboscis. 
Goats multiply with great rapidity, aad several 
generations are produced in a single summer. 

hey are atiracted by a light, and yet can buz 
and stab without any inconvenience in the dark. 

The sense of smell is ascribed to them by the 
extomologist; but it seems, from ordimary ob- 
servation, to be exceedingly blunt. A mosquito 
willbum, and hum, aod bum, around oue,— 
well, for hours, measuring time by the feelhaogs, — 
and, either from stupidity or sheer malignity, 
light here, and light there, everywhere but on the 
flesh right under ita nose, and then go probing 
about with its ‘spear in @ perfectly imbecile way 
that is, beyond everything, pe aay pa No, the 
insect is a dolt or a demon, else K would, guided 
t to the right 
spot, and suck its fll, and be off about its busi- 
ness. Would it but do so, its visits would be 
disarmed of their chief terror. Itis their pro- 
longed blunderipg,—which may be intentional 
and apiece of pure diabolism,—by which they 
keep their stinging lance hovering over us, like 
the sword of Damocies, every instant likely 
to drop and pierce us, that makes them such 
odious and intolerable torments. One can bear 
the severest hurt that comes unexpected, with a 
decent degree of courage; but the long-drawn- 
out horrors of anticipation unnerve us, uotil we 
writhe in despair. There is scarcely in the range 
of human e1 perience a more forcible illustration 
of the impotence of man than that which a single 
intruding mosquito will afford him when he lies 
down to slumber. The puny insect, that may be 
crushed to a shapeless mass with the lightest 
touch, whose organs are so minute as to be 
mainly invisible, has it in its power to #o har- 
ass and worry its gigantic enemy, a whole night 
through, as to craze him nearly. What a bitter 
mockery to call a son of Adam the lord of Cfea- 
tion, when be can beso baffled aud beaten ina 
contest with a mosquito! 

It is an interesting experiment to watch the 
gost pass through the iarva and pupa states. 

he eggs, or at least the wigglers, may be easily 
obtained,and, put in a glass of water covered with 
lace or gauze, and placed in the ght, will afford 
a good deal of material for amusement. It will 
be a lucky one who happens to be on the lookout 
at the supreme moment when the gnat bursts its 
.aquatic bonds and becomes a free inhabitant of 
the upper air. We were never so fortunate. But 
it is interesting to study she movements of the 
insect in the first periods of ité existence, and a 
lesson in natural history is always fail of curious 
and valuable instruction. 

o LOCOMOTIVES.

SULPHUR. 

Sulphur occurs very widely distributed in the 
mineral kingdom, either free or combined with 
other elements. Urbino in Italy, Girgenti im 
Sicily, and Radoboy in Croatia, .are the chief 
sources Of crystalline sulphur, while the earthy 
sulphnr is derived mainly from Italy, Moravia, 
and Poland, Iceland is rich in both varieties, 


and California supplies large quantities for her 


oil-of-vitriol works. Volcanic districts generally 
abound io the ore. Since the eruption of Mt. 
2£2tna, in 1683, Europe has drawn the bulk of its 
supply from the veins which were filled with 
sulphur while the volcano was inactivity. All 
the vacant spaces in the lava were at that time 
injeeted with it. This. when quarried or mined 
forms the limestune of commerce. When melted 
avd cast into sticks, it produces the roll-eul- 
phur of the sh ‘and, when boiled, and its 
vapor allowed escape mto an air-tight 
chamber, the variety called “‘ flowers of sulphur ” 
is the result. Parodi has declared that the 
sulphur of Sicily wilt be exhausted in fifty or 
sixty years; but Shelford, who has ip 
many of the mines on the island, and been for years 
engaged in working some of them, thinks other- 
wise. In mining, the ore is brought to the sur- 
face by boys, who bear it on their backs. ‘T'wo to 
four boys attendeach miner. Itis a curious bat 
well-known fact that upou the supply of boys de- 
pends the produce of a mine. Each boy car- 
ries a small load only,and makes several journeysa 
day up and down the different headings and shafts. 
When the mines have reached a depth of about 
400 feet, they can no longer be profitably worked. 
Below this point winding machinery is needed 
for hauling the ore to the surface, and this has 
hitherto not been brought into use. Hence, be- 
low 400 feet the sulphur-deposits remam un- 
touched. That these are considerable in ex- 
tent, may be inferred from the fact that many 
of them are nearly vertical, and improve as they 
descend. Not until they have been thoroughly 
worked can the supply of sulphurin Sicily be 
said to be exhausted. 

THE SCAROCH. 

An ingenious projectile, invented by a Russian 
officer, is now claiming the attention of military 
men. ‘I'he scaroch, as it is called, is an elon- 
gated shell upon the end of an iron cylinder. 
The two parts are united by a comparatively- 
slight thickness of metal. Whep fired, the sca- 
roch leaves the gun like an ordinary sbell ; but, 
when it bursts, the eylindrieal part alone flies in 
pieces, while the spherical head continues its 
flight intact, and may ricochet for hundreds of 
yards farther. The advantageof such a shell 
avainet artillery, for example, is very great. 
After bursting, and scattering its fragments 
among the guns of the enemy, the head goes on 
to plunge into the infantry still fartber back, It 
is to be used in Tussia for cannon of moderate 
Mize. 

PINK WATER-LILIES. 

A note in the sciedpe-column of an exchange 
states that pink pond-lilies grow in but ope le- 
cality in the country, viz.: in a pond on Cape 
Cod. The statement is erroneous. The sweet- 
seented water-lily (Nymphaea odorata), which, 
asarule, has petals of stainless white, in va- 
rious waters of New England turns them toa 
deep-rose color.

THAT GRAPEVINE. 


Max <Adeler’s Experiment and Ex. 
penses én its Culture. 

I have not been very successful, says Max 
Adeler in the Danbury News, with my experi- 
ments in grape culture. I bought a vine some 
time ago, and the man who eold the cutting to 
me enjoined me to be careful to water it thor- 
oughly every day. I did so, but it didn’t seem 
to thrive. One day I asked my neighbor, Pit- 
man, what he thought was the matter -with it, 
and when i mentioued that 1 watered it daily he 


said : 
‘* Be gracious, Adeler, that'd kill any one! A 


grapevine don’t want po artificial waterin’.” 

Then he advised me to discontinue the pro- 
cess and to wash the vine with soapsuds in order 
to kill the bugs. My auxiety to know why it 
etili didn’t thrive was relieved some time after- 
ward by overhearing a man in the cars remark 
that *“‘some men skill their grapevines by their 
durned foolery in puttin’ soapsuds on em.” He 
said that alla grapevine wanted was to have the 
earth around it loosened now and then with a 
spade. Then I began to dig around my vine 
every morning, but one day, while engaged in 
the exercise, Cooley come-and leaned over the 
fence and said: 

** Adeler, you'll kill that there vine if you don’t 
stop diggin’ at it. Nothin’ hurts a vine wuss 
than disturbin’ the eoil around the roots, now 
mind me. That vine don’t want nothin’ but to 
be trained up on a trellis an’ fastened with 
wire.” 

I ordered a trellis that afternoon, and tied 
tender shoots of the vine to the cross-pieces, 
The job cost me $34. On she following Tues- 
day I read in my agricultural paper that if a 
man wants to ruin a grapevine, the quickest 
way is to tie it up with wire, as the oxijization 
destroys the bark. So I took off the wire and 
replaced it with string. I was talking about it 
to the man who came over to bleed my horse for 
the blind staggers, and he assured me that there 
was only one sure way to make a grapevine ut- 
terly worthless, and that was to runit up ona 
trellis. In France, he told me, the vineyard-own- 
ers trained their vines on poles, and that was 
the right way. So I got the ax and knocked 
the trellis to pieces, and then fixed the vine to a 
bean-pole. Still it didn’t thrive very well, and I 
asked a nurseryman near me to come and look 
at it. He said he couldn't come, but he knew 
what was the matter with that vine as well as if 
he saw it. It wanted pruning. Il oucht to cut 
it down to within 10 feet of the roots and then ma- 
pure it well. I did cut it down,and emptied a beg 
of guano over it; but asst seemed sort of slow, 
insisted on the nurseryman coming over to ex- 
amine it. He said that his fee was $10 in ad- 
vance. I paid him and hecame. He looked at 
the vine a moment; then he smiled; and then 
he said, ‘‘By gosh, Adeler, that isn't a grape- 
vine atal!! it's a Virginia creeper.” 

So I bave kind of knocked off on grape cul- 
ture and am paying more atiention te my cab- 
bage:

. FAMILIAR TALK. 
ANCIENT MODES OF TRANSPORTATION. 

Up to the time of Elizabeth, the sound of 
wheels—save of those which bore the heavy 
carts used in the transportation of baggage and 
merchandise—was never heard in the streets of 
London. No carriage, coach, chariot, car, or 
vehicle of any sort, had yet been invented for 
the comfort and convenience of travelers. Dur- 
ing the centuries since the Norman C 
men and women, from the King to the serf, 
been obliged, when makimg journeys that 


not allow of water-conveyance, to ride on b 


spectacie, 
sumptuous caparisons formed no insignifican, 
part of the magnificent and costly display. 
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Westminster, He was in number 6,000 borse. 
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Legate of Rome on her left hand. Fo 
lowing ber came four of her Spanish ladies, 
riding on mules, with an English ljady, dreesed 
in cloth of goid and riding on a palfrey, leading 
each mule. As the ish ladies did not sit in 
riding on the same side as the English eques- 
triana, the couples seemed to be riding back to 
back, ‘‘to the great tribulation of the herald, who 
records it.” When Katherine. after her marriage, 
journeyed to» Ladiow, Shropshire, 
she and her husband spent 
period of her wedded  Iife, 
on a pillar behind the Master of Horse, with 
eleven ladies following on palfreys. When she 
was tired, she rested in a little lane between two 
horses. Queen Mary and Queen Elizanpeth rode 
from the Tower to their coronation on saddie- 
horses, in the midst of a stately end glittering 
uestrian procession. 

Litters were sometimes used on state occa- 
sions, until the time of Charles I. When Anne 
Bullen was crowned, she was conveyed to West- 
minster Hall in a litter of white cloth of gold, 
not covered nor veiled, which was led by two 
paifreys claa in white damask down to the 
gronnd, head and all, led by herfootmen: . . 
So she, with all her company. and the Mayor, 
rode forth to Temple Bar, which was newly 
painted and repaired, where stood alse divers 
singing men and children, till she came to West- 
minster Hall, which was richly hanged with 
cloth of arras, and new glazed. And in the 
— of the hall she was taken out of her 

er.” 

The first coach that appeared in London be- 
longed to Queen Etizabeth, and was, according 
to Stow, introduced by a Dutchman named 
Guilliam Boonen, who acted as coachman to the 
Queen. The great ladies of the Court, stung by 
jealousy of the Queen’s superior equipage, im- 
mediately procured them coaches wherewith to 
imitate the Royai state; and soon the fashion 
prevailed among the rich and luxurious of riding 
up and down behind one, two, three, and even 
four pairs of horses. But these early coaches 
were cumbrous vebicles, scarcely elevated above 
the ground, and rumbling and joiting in their 
progress in a ost uneasy way. London streets 
were 80 Darrow in those days that opposite neigh- 
bors might almost shake hands without stirnng 
from their doors ; and, withal, the streets were 
“ very foul, and fall of pits and sloughs, very 
perilous and noyous, as well for the King’s 
subjects an horseback as on foot and with car: 
riages.” Nevertheless, in 1636, the coaches in 
London and its suburbs numbered above 6,000. 

In 1623, Prince Charles (afterwards Charles I.) 
brought home with him from Spain, whither*he 
had gone to woo the danghter of Philip IV., 
three sedan-chairs, the first that had been seen 
in London. There wasa good deal of clamor 
among the people at the novel sight of acarriage 
and occupant borne upon men’s shouldere,—thus 
** degrading Englishmen into slaves and beasts 
of burden ;” yet sedan-chairs flourished, despite 
the popular indignation. They were better 
adapted to the rough, narrow streets than 
coaches; were less of an obstruction, and more 
agreeable to the rider. Still. chairs had their 
disadvantages, and the dainty beau and fashion- 
able belle sometimes got upset in the mire, or 
were even deserted by the capricious and 
absolute chairmen, and left to pick their 
way to their destination as best the; 
could, The chairs  belongin to wealthy 
owners wore elegantly u Boletered with 
velvet and furnished with una curtains. 
But, as time passed on, and London streets 
widened, and vehicles, in answer to increased 
demands, multiplied in variety and improved in 
convenience, the chair fell into disuse; and, 
many years ago, the only ope in London was 
looked upon as a mere antiquarian curiosity. 

THE ‘YOUNG ROSCIUS.” 

It was seventy-one years ago, the llth of Au- 
gust, since the boy-actor who earned by his 
precocious talent the title of the ** Young Rosci- 


us” made his first appearnce on the stage of Bel- 
fast. When only 10 years of age, Master Henry 
West Betty—a boy of Irish descent, but born in 
Shrewsbury—chanced to see Mrs. Siddons in the 
part of Zivira, in “Pizarro,” and so capti- 
vated was his youthful imagination that he ex- 
claimed with fervor, ‘;I shali certainly die if I 
do not become an actor!” The boy had resolu- 
tien and firmness of character, and his 
father, believing that he had a genius as 
well as taste for the stage, suffered him 
to carry into immediate effect the sndden pur- 
pose he had conceived of mounting the sock and 
buskin. He had already displayea uncommon 
skill in fencing and elocution, which arts his 


father had taught him, and ihe practice of which

BOULEVARDS AS A MEANS OF CHECKING CONFLA- 

GRATIONS.

It has long been a favorite theory of mine, that we 
es a nation enjoy such an opportunity as was never be- 
fore offered, for the development of the scientific and 
artistic principles which should be observed in the lay- 
ing out of towns and cities, in order to secure all the 
advantages which the situation affords, for the promo- 

,tion of convenience, safety, and health 
ttractive interest, The 
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The fact is frequently cited that in the Great Fire 
of °Tl the winders were carried in quantities as far as 
the crib, and that no width of boulevard which any 
city could afford would suffice to stop the of 


has proved—that 
cope with sa fire forward before 
such a gale, until it is reduced to 
the condition of cinders, which compare with the 
body of fire as the spray which flies over the 
compares with the great surging waves 
which beat against it. It is invincible when it ad- 
vances, whole blocks at a time in vast billows of flame, 
before which all human defenses must go down in 
utter b Before any successful head can be 
it by the most efficient fire department 
and the best appliances of modern science, we must 
exhaust the strength of the foe, and reduce the attack 
to a skirmish, and this can be done, and can only be 
done, by the means I have suggested, 
If Harrison street had been 200 feet wide at the time 
of the late fire, and y if it had been planted 
with broad-leaved and thick-foliaged trees lke the 
horse-chestuut and bard maple, the firemen couid 
easily have worked on the north side of the 
street, while the flames were raging on the 
south, and the fire would have been stayed 
at that line. On Wabash avenue, between 
Peck and Hubbard courts, the west side of the street 
was entirely destroyed, and the buildings were of such 
character as to make a very fierce conflagration. All 
the trees on that side were of course destroyed, but 
those opposite—eims, mapie, ash, ani cottonwood— 
were not even stripped, though all their leaves were 
kilied and shriveled, but they saved the bouses behind 
them with the exception of the one om the corner of 
Peck court, which took fire from the one on the corner 
south of it,--and in one instance a maple tree wiich stood 
inside of an elm was injured only on one side, pre- 
serving ail its foliage on the side away from the tire, 
In view of these facts, I assert that while the measures 
for extending the fire limits, and getting rid of wood- 
en buildings, and increasing the efficiency of the fire 
department, are all good, they will prove of little avail 
until we se te ourselves from the combustible ma- 
terial which surrounds us, by an open space of such 
width as will be beyond the span of the surging billows 
of flame. 


Within the area comprising the principal business 
district of Chicago is contained an amount of wealth in 
the form of costly buildings and rich merchandise, so 
large that the statement of its amount in figures (like 
that of the distances of the stars) would vonvey no 
definite idea except to minds which have been trained 
to the study of comparative values. It is enough to 
state, as we all know, that it ranks in magnificence and 
weal'b with the leading cities of the worid, 
Immediately adjacent to all ‘this weaith, and espe- 
cially on the side which is exposed to the fiercest and 
most ‘protracted prairie winds, lies a region, extending 
for miles upon miles, which is completely covered with 
wooden buildings of the most flimsy and combustible 
character,—houses, barns, sheds, carpenter-shops, 
umber-yards, and manufactories of every conceivabie 
description, 

There is not a moment of day or night when ali 
the wealth concentrated in the business portion of the 
city is not in danger of being swept off by the careless- 
ness of a drankard, or the fiendish spirit of such 
vermin as revel in the opportunities for ro 
afforded by a great conflagration, 

We have seen on two memorable occasions that 
when a conflagration gets fairly started im,the com- 
bustible districts and comes rushing down upon us 
before a southwest wind, gathering headway as it ad- 
vances, it is idle to hope than its ouset can be resisted 
until, as I said before, we can weaken its force by the 
interposition of a space of sufficient width for the fire- 
men to operate, while the fierceness of the flames is so 
reduced that it may be controiled, 

The first measure of safety, therefore, should be to 
surround the business portion of the city with sucha 
line of defenses, which may aiso be made to minis- 
ter largely to the beauty and heaith of the city. 

The boulevard system is necessarily a costly one ; 
so costly that the first impulse is to shrink from its con- 
templation and declare it impossible. But we are in 
the condition of a man with a highwayman’s pistol at 
his head. The question of cost is the question of the 
value of our existence, for it involves the life or death 
of the city. It should be borne in mind, also, that the 
construction of a boulevard guarding the business 
portion of the city would so increase the value not 
only of property on the boulevard iteseli, but of all 
that was inclosed within its lines, and would also re- 
duce the rates of insurance so much that the original 
outlay would be very greatly reduced, if not fuly 
balanced. A gentleman doing a tlarge  busi- 
ness in Chicago and Boston tells me 
that he peys $1.30 on $100 for insurance 
in Chicago on precisely the same kind of property for 
which he pays but 60 cents in Boston. A moment's 
reflection upon the amount which would be saved by 
such a reduction on all the property included in the 
principal business district of Chicago will enable any 
one to perceive that it would form an important item 
on the credit side of the improvement. 

The question of immediate and imperative interest 
is, How can the object be effected in a reliable and 
s@isfactory manner, and at the ieast expense? .The 
following proposition, which I cut from Tag Trisung, 
has been offered in Council: 

ORDERED, That the Board of Public Works be directed 
to prepare and submit to this Council at their earliest 
convenience an estimate of the cost of condemnation and 
the opening of a park or driveway for the better protec- 
tion of the business portion of the city from lire, as per 


piat annexed. 
The plat provides for a boulevard 300 fect wide, follow- 


ing the line of Twelfth sireet, from the to Peoria 
street, north on Pevria to Chicago avenue. 

Any off who will examine the length of the route in- 
dicated, and the character of a large portion of the 
district it incloses, will perceive that a vast outlay 
would be needed for its execution, for which no 
adequate return would be secured, since a very 
large portion of the region is covered with just 
such inflammable material as we wish to 
exclude, Our first object should be to pro- 
tect the vast wealth which is accumulated ia the prin- 
cipal business district of the city, and to do it with the 
least unnecessary outiay. If the line of Taylor or 
Polk, or even Harrison street, were selected instead of 
Twelfth, the cost would be very much less, since 
property on Twelfth street hag alresdy attained a high 
value in consequence of its occupation for business 
purposes, while Taylor and Polk streets have only been 
occupied by a wretched class of dwellings,—a largo 
portion of which were destroyed in the fire of July 14. 
Let either of these etreets be widened as proposed,— 
and made intoa fine boulevard exiending from the 
lake to the river, andthen let all lumber-yarda and 
combustible buildings and materials be = re- 
moved from the east bank. of the river 
below that point—so thant the river itself 
may become the line of defense on the 
west, and it will be seen that the whole of the most 
valuable business portion of the city wiil be isolated 
and much more a pee protected than is possible 
by the extended and costly lines of Twelfth and Peoria 
streets, There will still remain within the area .thus 
inclosed a sufficiency of vacant space to supply the 
demands for building for a number of years,—for it is 
obvious, not only that none but brick, stone, or iron 
buildings should be allowed within these limite, but 
that property would be so enhanced in value by the 
protection thus afforded that only those branches of 
commerce or manufactures could avail themselves of 
its advantages, whose profits warranted the erection 
of costly structures for the storing of goods and traus- 
action of business. The effect, therefore, would be to 
attract and concentrate within this area all such 
branches of business as especially require protection 
on account of the great value of material involved in 
their prosecution, and there cannot be a doubt that its 
growth would be of the most substantial and enduring 
character, 

It ws needless to enlarge upon the value to the city 
of such an ornament as the boulevard alluded to 
would form.

THE LOAN MARKET. 

The statement below does not tell a very flat- 
tering story of the business of the past week ;

The Committee on Appeals from grain inspec- 
tion is a singularly constructed body. Mr. 
Bensley has been absent from the city for about 
tbree months, and Mr. Reynolds is occupied as 
Secretary of the Exposition, besides having 
various other duties to attend to. Only one 
member, Mr. Gurnee, is “‘ on deck,” and he is 
powerless to act, as it takes two to make a quo- 
rum.

It was kilo-dried, and proved to be ‘‘un- 
merchantable” at that, which fact does not 
speak volumes of encouragement to those who 
are anxious to rush their new corn through be- 
fore it is ready for market. Itis possible to be 
in too much of a hurry. 

The leading produce markets were irregular 
to-day. Provisions were weak, wheat tame, and 
other in strong, with a very good demand 
throughout, The movement was, however, al- 
most entirely speculative, the shipping inquiry be- 
ing exceedingly light. The business consisted 
even more largely than usual in the filling of 
options, which were firm as a eonsequence of 
continued small receipts, with light stocks in 
store. 

The demand for dry goods was not specially ac- 
tive, but the volume of sales would compare 
favorably with past seasons at a like period, and 
was probabiy up to general expectation. In 
prices there were few changes, and those few 
confined to prints and bleached cottons, 
both of which are still in an un- 
settled state. Groceries continue to meet 
with an increasing demand, and _ the 
market for most linee shows a hardening ten- 
dency. Sugars were again active and strong, 
and the advance noted yesterday in coffees was 
also thoroughly sustained. Both of those sta- 
ple articles are reported active and advancing at 
the East, and, as the market here is only moder- 
ately stocked, holders are not inclined to press 
sales at the prices now ruling. The tendency in 
sirups and molasses is upward, in sympathy with 
sugars, though at Abe moment they are very 
quiet. Rice 18 im large stock and continues 
weak. Spices, soaps, and candles are in good 
demand and firm. In the butter and choese 
markets the changes were unimportant. Both 
were moving freely, and commanded fally late 
prices.

THE NEW BISHOP. 


Comments of the New York Papers— 
“dis Intentions Unknown. 

No response has been yet received from the 
Bishop-elect of Illinois to the telegram acquaint- 
ing him of the action of the Episcopal Conven- 
tioa. The formal announcement of the election 
is being prepared by the Committee appointed 
for that purpose, and it will probably be for- 
warded to Dr. Seymour in the early part of this 
week. 

From the comments of the New York papers 
on bis election, the following extracts are made. 

THE TIMES 


says editorially : 

New York has furnished another Bishop for the 
Protestant Episcopal Diocese of Illinois, the Rev. Dr. 
George E. Seymour having been chosen successor to 
the late Bixkhop Whitehouse. Dr, Seymour is under- 
siood (0 sympathize with what is known as the High- 
Churceb party; indeed, it is not likely that a man of 
Low-Church views could be elected to the Lilinois 
Bishopric; but he is known to be governed by broad 
and genecous Christian principies, and he has not 
been concerned in sny of the fierce polemic discus- 
sions with which bis denomination bas been distract- 
ed, The Illinois diocese may be congraulated on hav- 
ing secured a ripe Christian scholar and estimable 
gentleman to succeed the Bishop whose seat has been 
80 lately made vacant by death. 

The same paper concains a sketch of the new- 
ly-elected Bisuop wherein it is stated : 

A reporter called on Dr. Seymour yesterday to in- 
quire if he bad received official notice of his election, 
and ip reference to probable acceptance, The rever- 
end gentieman replied that he had as yet received no 
official notice, though he waa the recipient Thursday 
morning of a private telegram from a friend in 
Chicago, annouucing the action of the Convention, 
He was informed by ihe dispatch that a committee had 
been appointed to communicate the result officially to 
him, Until the official communication was received 
he could say n thing as to the probability of his 
acceptance or declination.

instrumental in causing the erection of the Church of 
the*Holy Innocents in Annandale, and also organized 
alf® procured the charter for St, Stephen’s Coliege, at 
that place. This college is @ training school for the 
General Theological Seminary, and has proved a most 
successful institution, 

In 1861 Dr, Seymour resigned the Wsrdenship of St, 
Stephen’s College to accept the Rectorship of St. Mary's 
Church, Manhattanville, A year iater he accepted a 
call to become Rector of Christ Church, Hudson, Col- 
umbia County, N. Y¥. He resigned this charge in 1863, 
when he became Rector of St, John’s Church, Brook- 
lyn. In June, 1865, he was elected Professor of Ec- 
clesiastical Historyin the Genera! Theological Semi- 
nary, and in the following November entered upon the 
duties of that position, which he has since .continued 
to discharge. He retained his Rectorship in Brooklyn, 
however, till the close of 1866, in order to allow the 
church time to obtain his successor. P 

In 1368, during a vagancy in the Diocese of Missouri, 
he was elected BichOp of that State Vy a very large 
majority of the clergy, end by a majagity of the lay 
delegates present. He did not, however, obtain a ma- 
jority of all the parishes in the diocese, and the choice 
ultimately fell upon the present incumbent, the Rev. 
Dr. Robinson. 

The degree of D. D, was conferred upon Dr, Seymour 
in 1872, by Racine College, Wisconsin, 

In his theological views Dr. Seymour is understood 
to sympathize with the High Church party, but he has 
never been identified with any faction in the Church, 
or been in any sense a partisan, His memoria! ser- 
mon on the late Rev. Dr. Samuel R. Johgson, delivered 
before the last Vonvention of the Diocese of New 
York, indicates a fall concurrence in the opinions held 
by that prominent theologicai teacher, Dr. Seymour’s 
administration of his diocese, it is believed, will be 
governed by a spirit as comprehensive asthe Prayer- 
Book, combining entire loyalty to principle with chari- 
ty toward ail brethren.

The most im- 
portant suit before the Court was that of the 
People, for the use of the county, agaimst N. J. 
Andrews, Sheriff, and others, in an action 
of debt on Collector's bond, in which 
demurrer to declaration bad been made. The 


Able speeches were made 
by the Hons. C. D. Hodges, A. G. Burr, and D.

was authorized to fix the compensation for coun- 
ty officers under the Constitution ; that it was 
the duty of the Sheriff as Collector to pay over to 
the County Treasury all the commissions allowed 
him by the statute for collecting the revenue, 
over and above the compensation and expenses 
allowed him by order of tne County Court.

NATIONAL BANK NOTES. 


The Redemption Bureau Suspends 
Operations for the Present, 

Wasurneton, D.C., Bept. 19.—The National 
Bank Redemption Agency gives notice that, in 
consequence of the exhaustion of the 5 per cent 
fund and the failure of the National Banks to 
make prompt and genera! response to the re- 
quest for an additional deposit of 5 per cent of 
their circulation, it has become necessary 
to stop the redemption of National 
Bank notes for a shorttime. Remittances of 
National Bank notes, which are now in transit, 
will be counted aad paid for, but those remitted 
after this date will be_ held until notice 1s given 
of the resumption of redemptions. Meanwhile, 
the whole force of the agency will be employed 
on the assortment of notes already redeemed, iu 
order to enable it to make calls upon banks to 
reimburse the Treasury for their redemption. Itis 
hoped the redemption will be resumed within two 
or three weeks. The cessation of redemptions 
need not prevent compliance with the call for 
the additional 5 per cent deposit. The larger 
the amount of legal tenders deposited under the 
call, the soover the agency wil! be enabled to re- 
sume redemptions. There seems to be some 
misunderstanding as to the operation of 
the additional cali. Deposits made under the 
call will be treated simply as an advance 
from the banks to reimburse the Treasury for 
their notes redeemed, but not yet assorted. As 
fast as notes shall be assorted, their amount 
will be charged against the additional deposit, 
and no request for reimbursement will be made 
upon the banks making the deposit until it ahall 
be exbausted. 


THE INDIANS. 


A Thieving BRaid in Kansas. 
Special Dispatch to The Chieago Tribune, 

Quincy, Ill., Sept. 19.—The Quincy Whig to- 
day has the following special from Newton, Kan. : 
On Tuesday, the 15th, a party of 75 Indians at- 
tacked Pierceville Station, on the Atchison, Kan- 
sas & Fanta Fe Railroad, and burned up a email 
store and the Company's section-house. The 
few people living there, some ten or eleven 
persons, fled to a stock-ranche belonging to Mr. 
Samuel Bancroft, and succeeded in defending 
themselves, but the Indians were successful ino 
running cff Mr. Bancroft’s stock, some several 
hundred head of cattle. A party of. the Indians 
remained near the place awaiting the arrival of 
the train irom the East. Mr. Bancroft, being an 
expert telegraph operator, aoa ee baving 
an instrumeat, succeeded in cutting 
the telegraph line and communicating 
with Fort Dodge, apprising the military 
of the situation. A small detachment of cavalry 
were promptly sent to their relief. On the ar- 
rival of the train, the Indians fired on the at- 
tendants at long range, two bals striking the 
coach, bus not burting any one. Most of the 
balis fell short, cutting up dust a short dis- 
tance off. The cavalry overtook the Indians 
with the stock, but found them too strong to at- 
tack, and sent back for reinforcements.

New Onieans, La., Sept. 19.—In accordance 
with the executive order of Gov. Kellogg, the 
old State officers took quiet possession of the 
State-House this morning. Gen. Longstreet 
and staff left the Custom-House on foot previous 
to the departure of Kellogg, and, on the road, 
attracted no little attention, but nothing of a 
serious wature occurred. ‘Longstreet was in 
conversation with Gen. Brooke when Keilogg ar- 
tived accompanied by his private secretary. 
Gen. Brooke then formally turned over the Cap- 
itol to the Governor, who immediately assumed 
the Gubernatorial chair. Gen. Brooke then re- 
tired from the building. Shortly after Gov. Kel- 
logg entered a close carnage and was driven 
back to the Custom-House, where the Confer- 
ence Committee was in session. 

While these events were transpiring at the 
State-House, Gen. George Baldy, Vice-President 
of the Board of Metropolitan Police, proceeded 
to the police station at the head of about 200 
police, and the building was quietly surrendered 
by. Acting-Chief Boylan,a nd the Metropolitans 
were soon placed on their old beats. Gov. Kel- 
logg advised that the ranks of the Metropoli- 
tans be filled from the retiring force of Chief 


Boylan. 
WITH REGARD TO THE CONFERENCE

ADDRESS OF THE DEMOCRAIC STATE CENTRAL COM- 
MITTEE. 

NasHviize, Tenn., Sept. 19.—-The Democratic 
Executive Commitiee of Tennessee issucd their 
address this morning, of which the foliowing is 
& SsyDOpsis: 

We are aware that attempts have been made, and 
will continue to be made, to create a prejudice againsi 
ths Democratic and Conservative parties of Tennessee, 
because of acts of lawlessness which have taken place 
in some parts of the State; but when it is remembered 
that every effort has been made, and will continue to 
be made, by the proper officers of the State to bring 
the offenders to justice; that throughout these acts 
have been condemned, not only by the pub- 
lic press, but by the various Democratic 
and Consrvative Conventions which have met without 
asingle dissenting voice, that in no part of the 
United States are acts of iawleseness more discounten- 
anced by public sentiment than in Tennessee, all fair- 
minded men will say thatit is unjust to attempt to 
throw odium upon the whole State because of afew 
reckless bad men, which they could not prevent, and 
for which they are in nowise reeponsible, and thia, 
toy, for the purpose of making political capital to 
serve the sends of a sinking party. We condemn, as 
thoroughly as any one, all acts of violence, whether 
commiited by white or biack. We feel determin- 
ed to defend all persons, of every race or 
color, in the enjoyment of their legal and 
constitutional righte and to secure to 
them amp® protection for their persons and property. 
Our object is to preserve friendly relations between the 
white and black races, because in so doing the welfare 
and haopiness of both will be promoted. In this 
State, under a Democratic and conservative adminis- 
tratipn, negroes enjoy as many rights as they do in 
any State in the Union, and there is as little prejudice 
egainst them on account of color as in any of the 
Northern States. By our State laws they have the 
right to vote, to hold office, to testify in the courts, to 
sit on juries, to acquire and hold property, both real 
and personal, and to enjoy all the benefits of the com- 
mon school system, establishec and paid for mos: 
by the white people of the State. If let alefie, 
there would be entire harmony  betwoen 
the races, and general prosperity would be 
result ; but unfortunately it seems to be the desire of 
certain parties, for personal and political ends, to en- 

der strife between them just previous to an elec- 
Sion. The Civil-Rights bill, 80 called, seems to have 
been intended to br ng about the unfortunate state of 
affairs which now exists in many of the Southern States, 
our own among the number. The object of that bill 
seems to have been to poison the minds of the black 
race and to inflame their passions and prejudices, so as 
to bring them into antagonism with the white race, 
with which they had been living on terms of friend- 
_—s and good-will, It has produced ics legitimate 
fruite—first, by srousing the passions of 
the a so a8 to cause them to  ut- 
ter ip matory sentiments, and to form 
unlawful combinations and conspiracies, and then it 
has naturaly excited the white people to such an ex- 
tent that some reckless men, disregarding the obliga- 
tion of the law, have been induced to commit acts of 
violence, bringing reproach upon the State, though, as 
we feel, most unjustly, The men who planned these 
schemes to destroy the harmony between the white 
and black races by pressing the passage of the bill 
that could be of no benefit to either race are the real 
authors of the lawlessness which unhappily prevails 
among a few men in paris of the country. These 
same men are now trying to take advantage of the 
wrongs they have committed, and by misrepresenta— 
tions and abuse to influence the popular mind of the 
Northern people against those who have done no 
wrong, and who are in no wise responsible for the 
deeds of violence which they condemn, All this is 
done to gain a party advantage and to carry popular 
elections, If it is intended to mmtroduce social equality 
between the white and black this never can be 
done by legisiation, though the attempt to do it may 
cause serious disturbances hurtful to the interests of 
both. There may be a few negroes in the country who 
are unwilling to associate with their own race, and 
who desire to force themselves into the society of 
white peopie unsolicited; but such we do not believe 
to be the sentiments of the great body of the black 
race among us. They are not ashamed 
their own race, nor  unvwill 
with persons of their own color, 
in the interest of the black race, but it 
either with a view to accomplish party and 
purposes, or to gratify a few seif-co.ceited, ambitious 
negroes, who are unwilling or ashamed to acknowledge 
the equality of other negroes with themselves, We

5 miles, has placed every planter’s family in 
an isolated condition,—surrounded by his 
laborers, and out of the hearing of bis neighbors. 
The feeling that an attempt by the negroes, 
while in the end it would certainly prove 
disastrous to them, would meantime re- 
in the destruction of ajil_ these 
isolated families of women and children, 
certainly does not tend to calm one’s nerves, 
and evable him to discuss with calmness, or 
perhaps even with justice, the issues of the day. 
That the negro looas upon the advent of troops 
as sent for his especial behoof, and to evable 
him to commit ali sorts of crimes, is proved by 
his conduct in every such case. 

Whiie I do not for a moment approve the con- 
duct of those engaged in the late massacres, 
still I believe buman nature is the same every- 
where, and that one cau hardly say what he 
would do uniess placed in exacily the same cu- 
CUMSLaDCiS. 

That a collision between the races is inevita- 
ble, 1 believe to be the conviction of every think- 
ing man in the South; but it can only occur by 
being fostered and precipitated by the carpet- 
baggers and scalawage. Let us hope that, when 
it does occur, the casualties may, as at Coushat- 
ta, be coniined to them. 

The cry which rings through the North, of 

roscription of Northern men, is absurd, as you 
Sav already shown. My acquaintance with the 
leading politicians in this State and Louisiana is 
very extensive,and I have aiwas noticed that the 
noisiest and most bitver Secessionists come from 
the Far North, and they are still fighting, as 
ever, by word of mouth.

VIEWS OF A NORTHERN MAN RESIDENT IN LOUISIANA, 

From the New York Evening Poet. 

A gentleman long engaged in the snipping business 
in this city, wHo purchased a plantation 4 miles below 
New Orieans, in 1869, and went there to live on account 
of bis heaith, called at this office this morning to give 
his views on the political situation in Louisiana, 

A Yankee born and an “ old-iine Whig,” he asserts 
that he is free from any present party feeling, and 
from every prejudice against the negroes as a race, 
He does not hesitate to iay all the biame for the pres- 
ent condition of things in Louisiana to the ignorance 
of the rewly-enfranchised negroes and the knavery of 
the party in power, On his own plantation he em- 
ploys 70 negroes; only one of them can read. 
When he went South, like all Northern men. 
he had great faith in the elevating power of 
education and religion, and he opened a school for 
the negro children on his estate, and gave the biacks 
two houses which they joined together to make a 
church, Until the novelty wore off his efforis were 
appreciated, but long before this time the school-house 
and church have been torn down, and even the 
benches 6) lit up for kindling-wood. He speaks with 


despair of any attempt to make honest, intelligent | 


voters of the present race of negroes, and says the 
young men are worse than their fathers. 

He 1s perfectiy assured of the eiection of McEnery 
by a majority of the votes cast, but does not deny that 
fraud was used by his party as well as Kellogg’s. Kel- 
logg’s manufacture of votes to secure the office is no- 
torious throughout the State, and our informant 
shares in the general denunciation of Kellogg’s polit- 
ical supporters, ; 

In reply to the question, What remedy do you pro- 
pose for the existing state of affairs? besaid: “[ 
would have Kellogg, Carey, and the Sheriff of New 
Orieans removed. Then I would have Keliogg’s Reg- 
istry law, under which his minions have full power to 
reject any vote that they please, repeaied, and the next 
election put in charge of inspectors representing both 
parties. In this way elone can the taxpayers secure a 
representation. Give us a fair election, and we can in- 
fluence enough negro votes to carry the State in favor 
of honest ruie.”

Those ignorant tools are used by the 
Kelloggites to plunder the people, who are growing 
poorer, while the office-boiders, Assessors, and legisla- 
tors have grown rich, Our State debt is enormous, 
and the money borrowed has been to a large extent 
stolen. The whit ple in this State need the Ilibor 
and the good-will of the blacks. They will treat them 
fairly. It is not the black men that the white 
population oppose. But it is the plunderers—the bad 
men, white of face, but black at heart—who lead and 
use the negroes, that we are obliged to oppose ; and all 
the better part of the white population are opposing 
them, in order to save their homes and property from 
utter spoliation. .

NEGRO OUTRAGES IN SOUTH CAROLINA, 
From the New York Evening Post. 

A stranger does not understand the apparent justifi- 
cation which the condition of society in the Southern 
States lends to such revolis ainst order, The fol- 
lowing letter, addrersed to us toe Rev. A. Toomer 
Porter, of Charleston, 8. C., @ Union man, and the 
head of a noble charity in that city, presents some of 
the common evils which attend a residence there : 

. « + Will you let mecall your attention to the 
great injustice often done the Southern people by the 
papers? The late outrage perpetrated in Tennessee 
is condemned everywhere by all the people of the 
South with whom I have conversed, and their number 
is not a few, Yet some of the papers indulge in threats, 
and seem to charge us as a whole with crimes we 
abominate, Now, is thie the way to make a Union? 
As well charge the people of the North with bitterness 
and murderous designs against all negroes because 
some men in masks lynched a negro in Pennsylvania 
the other night, Now onthe otherhand: A week or 
so back 5,000 plantation negroes, armed, took posses- 
sion of the quiet Town of Georgetown, 8,C, In my 
native town they proclaimed martial law, and made 
day and night hideous. There are about 800 white 
persons in that town, chiefly women and children, 
For nearly a week they were kept in terror for their 
lives by the wild ravings of these semi-savages who 
were contending for their respective candidates—both 
negroes, The house, which was riddied with balls, 
was not 30 yards from the house of my wife’s motber. 
The shots passed through the house which was at- 
tacked, and entered a house close by, striking the bed- 
post of the bed on whicha white man was sleeping. 
My own nephew, a student in the Lee Uni- 
versity, Virginia, om his vacation, was quietiy 
returning to his home in the daytime, when he 
was accosted by an armed negro and asked, “ Who 
are you?” ‘“ Iama gentieman,” he said, “and have 
nothing to do with you or you with me.” “For all 
dat,” says the negro, “if you come dis way I will put 
a bayonet through you,” There were other armed 
negroes calling themselves pickets, with this negro, 
and the young gentieman thought it best to avoid a 
disturbance, and quietly turned down another way 
and went to his home, These and many other out- 
rages were perpetrated in this quiet old place, in these 
pijing times of peace, all because two contending ne- 
gro candidates were up for the Legisiature, But 
mark ; no howl comes from the Northern press; no 
word of sympatby ; no callfor United States troops to 
put down these lawless mobs; scarcely a word of con- 
demnation for the negro voters, Is this fair? Is this 
just? Is this the 
spent so much blood to secure? . . I feel that 
the highest duty of the Christian and patriot now is 
union and peace, This cannot come withont truth 
and justice, Yours truly, A. Toomer PorreR,. 

THE MANUFACTURE OF OUTRAGES IN ALABAMA, 
From the Manigomery (AU) Advertizer, 

Coming now to Alabama, let 1 ee Wuat progress in 
the manufacture of outrages has been made in this 
State, We have now in jail in Wilcox County three 
negroes, who, before the law laid its strong hand upon 
them, made it their business to go from plantaiion to 
plantation in Choctaw and Clarke Counties, to stir up 
strife between the races, for political effect in the 
North, These emiesaries of the Government beef- 
eaters told the simple-minded negroes that Gen. 
Grant had sent them to say that if tuey would organ- 
ize armed comyanies and seize the growing crops he 
would sustain them with the United States army. In 
Choctaw County an effort was mace to act upon this 
advice, A negro named Huff revealed the couspiracy, 

Hutf was taken out by his companions and beaten with 
600 stripes. On his release he sent out warrants 
against his persecutors, and some of these 
were captured. Under our laws such deiin- 
quente may scot free without bond, 
and the j ‘f Huff were relessed on 
their promise to appear for trial the next Monday, 

When Monday came Jack Turner, one of the defend- 

ante, gathered an armed band and started for the 
couht)-seat *“* to clean out the court.” Eight huadred 
yards from town the Sheriff met bim, with a hastily 
stimmoned posse, and dispersed the ricters without 
damage to “hair or hide” of a living soul, Out of 
this transaction the lying vagabonds who disgrace our 
section manufacturetl ten daaths—all negroes—for 
Northern consumpticn!] Jack Turner, the leader of 
the rioters, was a delegate to the Radical State Con- 
vention in this city, It was he who signed the appii- 
cition tothe United States Commissioner for troops, 
in which, as it appeared in the Radical prints, tae 
from violence was reported as 
above. Wersentar>orterto find Jack and interview

Davenport and Rock Island Visited

AT DAVENPORT. 
Special Dispatch to I'he Chicago Tribune, 
Davenport, Ia., Sept. 19.—A heavy rain-storm 
began in this city about noon yesterday, and 
lasted all day. At balf-past 7 in the evening the 
rain began to descend in torrents, and the wind 
to blow with intense violence. About 9 o'clock 
it had gathered the force of a tornado, and for 
twenty minutes beld high carnival, carrying 
everything before it. Fences in all parts of the 
city were blown down, the roof of the market- 
bduse was blown off and carried 50 feet, 
and the interior flooded. Lumber _ in 
the lumber-yards was scatterea profusely 
around = and broken up. The 
Daveuport engine-house was washed away with 
its contents; part of the new High-School 
building fell to the ground ; hundreds of trees 
were uprooted, and cellars flooded. Altogether, 
it was aterrible storm. it is impossible to es- 
timate the amount of damage done. 
AT ROCK ISLAND, 
across the river from this city, the tornado raged 
fully as hard. The wails on the northeast cor- 
ner of tae round-house were leveled, and the 
roof torn off. The southern side of the 
roof of the Rockford freight-depot 
torn off, and a huge fragment

South of this city the hail fell 
incessantly for more thaa an bour, covering the 
ground to the depth of several inches, and 
smashing window-panes in every direction. 


AT FORT MADISON.

A gale wind from the south with intervals of rain 
pievailed during the morning. The wind backed 
to the west in the afternoon, and tothe north- 
west at night, with threatening weather. The 
gale reached its greatest violence to-night, blow- 
ing 40 miles an hour. 


AT WARREN, ILL. 
Special Dispatch to jhe Chiacaqe Tribune, 
Wanren, Il., Sept. 19.—The storm which pass- 
ed over this place last night was the heaviest for 
the year. The lightning was tremendous, and 
the fall of rain astonishing.

SAD CALAMITY.

enterprises of greater moment. Another cor- 
poration was formed, with a capital of $400,000, 
styled the Gravite Mile. (The first mill erected 
by this Company is the one in which the disaster 
occurred to-day.) This likewise went slong on 
the flood-tide of fortune. lts bistory was almost a 
repetition of that of the Union. It declared 
large dividends; reserved a surplus-fund ; built 
asecond mill, and put in the foundation fora 
third, which will soon be erected. The stock in 
the Granite is now worth some $5,000 a share,— 
five times the origmmal investment. In rapid 
succession to these projects foilowed 
others. Between 1860 and 1870, seven 
large manufactories sprang ioto existence; and 
a comparison of the statistics of the latter 
year with those of the former shows that, in the 
ten vears that had elapsed since the building of 
the Union Mill, the population of the city had 
doubled, the capital invested in cotton-manufaec- 
turing had become three times as great, and the 
number of spindles running was about four-fold. 
RECENT DEVELOPMENTS. 

Since 1870, however, stil more surprising de- 
velaj ments bave occured. It might be sup- 
posed tliat the capital of the peopie would have 
been draimed, tneir energies exhausted, their 
ambition satisfied. But such was not the case. On 
the contrary, they were incited to greater endeav- 
or,—stimulated to furtber achievement. The en- 
terprise of the city, since the latter date, has 
been more than remarkable; fora New-England 
town, it seems almost wonderful. This is shown 
by the fact that, within five years, sixteen new 
corporations have been formed, and nineteen 
new mills erected. So that the number of cor- 
po.ations now engaged in cotton-manufacturing 
is thirty-four, owning forty-four mills, having 
an incorporated capital of $14,870,000,—but an 
actual investment of some #$25,000,000,—and 
running an aggregate of 29,521 looms and 1,269,- 
7838 spindles, ‘here are emploved in this busi- 


| pess over 15,000 operatives; there are consumed 
_ annually 133,000 bales of cotton; 
paid out monthly for wages $500,000, The pop- 
ulation this spring, by census just taken, is 
| some 44,000.

SIGNIFICANT STATISTICS. 
In connection with this the following sta- 
tistics, compiled from the latest authentic 
will be of interest: The total 
number of cotton-spindles in the United 
States is 7,132,415, of which 5,508,308 are in 
New Englaud. A comparison shows, therefore, 
that this town has over one-sixth of all the 
soindies in the country, and nearly one-balf of 
The cot- 
ton-crop of the United States for 1873 ( which 
was considerably more than the average crop) 
was 3,930,508 bales. Of these, 2,679,956 bales 
were exported, and 1,201,127 bales used at home. 
The amount of cotton manufactured here last 


year was, therefore, witbin a few bales of one- 
_pinth of the total amount consumed in the 
country, and one-thirtieth of the entire crop 


raised in the United States. These figures are 
more emphatic than words,—bearing, as they 
do, the strongest testimony to the immense 


HOME-CAPITAL. 
Of the extensive capital invested in these 


| mills, fully nine-tenths is owned by residents of 


the city. Some of the corporations, itis true, 
are in the bands of a few individuals, but most 
of them count their stockhoiders bv the ban- 
dred,—almost every person of means being inter- 
ested in mill-stock. In 1868, the Legislature 
passed a la fixing tho par-va!ue of sbares in in- 
corporated bodies at $100. Whether this was a 
judicious enactment from agevere! point of view, 
is an open question. It has worked well here, 
however,—giviug, as it bas, an.opportanity to 
the poorer ciasses, even to the operative himself, 
to participate in the various enterprises. This has 
been exiensively availed of ; and those who have 
but a hundred or a few hundred dollars are 
uuited with men of moderate means, and with 
the wealthy, in @ common interest. Many of 
the better class of operatives are owners in the 
mil's io which they ace employed, and often have 
a voice in their management. There is, more- 
over, a great field forthe operative to advance 
in his vocation ; the equipping force of a new 
miji—such as Superintendent, Overseers, and 
upper bands—being pot infrequently taken 
from a lower position elsewhere. And snch is 
the demand for skilled labor that the lowest 
to better his condition. At the pres-

ent time, a mull entirely ov tpe co-operative 


plan is in course of construction. Ip this no 
person can Own over a certain pumber of shares 
(thirty, I believe); a stated part of the capital 
may remain unpaid, to be worked out; and a 
given percentage of the earnings is to be di- 
vided among the operatives. 
EXTRAORDINARY GROWTH. 

So rapid has been its growth, that, within a 
very few years, the city has put on entirely new 
aspects and conditions. At the outset, the cor- 


How should their help be provided with dwell- 
ing-accommodations? But this was at once 
solved. Each company undertook the build- 
ing of tenements for its own hands; conse- 
quently the erection of every mill was accom- 
panied by that of numerous blocks and houses. 
The pumber of operatives employed ina single 
manufactory ranges from 200 to 1,000, according 
to ite eize. In order to provice habitations for 
them, therefore, new streets had to be opened, 
and building-lots arranged, so that, where once 
were rough fields or thick woods, are now clus- 
tored 'ong rows of houses, These often forma 
g0d-sized village, with stores, schoo] house, and 
church; such villages extending in different di- 
rections far beyond the limits of the old town. 
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REAL ESTATE 


has, in consequence, greatiy increased jn value, — 
property formerly covsidered of little worth hay- 
ing been broughtioto the marset and sold for 
large prices. Numerous instances might be cited 
where persous who happened to owu land con- 
tiguous to some mill-site have disposed of it to 

reat advantage. Some fii.een years ago, a man

gies a hamble subsistence by selling milk. 
ithin @ year or two, he bas realized from the 
saie of his place the snug amount of $40,000. 
In aonther port of town, a gentleman, not more 
theugseven years since, purchased an estate for as 
many thousand dollars. Less than two years ago, 
he sold it to a corporation for about $90,000. 
A brick block on one of tbe principal streets, which, 
some ten yéars past, with difficulty found a pur- 
chaser at $50,000,—most of the purchase-money 
remaining ou mortgage,—is worth to-day fuily 
four times that amount. In many cases, the 
cn of men who died almost, if not abeolutety, 
psolvent, bave become very wealthy. ‘I'o-day, 
the children of one of those meo are building a 
magnificent business-block, to cost $400,000; 
although, at his death, it was an open question 
with his adroinistrator whether the estate could 
meet its liabilities. Many other instances could 


wealih to its proprietors. A good deal of money, 
too, bas been acquired from the earnings of the 
mills, and the advauce in the value of their 
stock, by persous who not lopg ago were com- 
paratively poor. 

OTHER MANUFACTURES. 

While the principal business of the city is the 
making of cotton-cioth, it is also largely engag- 
ed in other mauufactures. Here is one of toe 
finest calico-privting establishments in the coun- 
try,—the American Print Works. This com- 
menced operations io 1834, on a very limited 
scale. Now, it runs tweaty-one printing ma- 
chines, gives employment toa thousand people, 
and turns into calico aunually the products of six 
large coiton-mills. Its main building, which 
presents a five architectural appearance, is 406 
feet long, 60 feet wide, and is flanked 
by four wings, varying from 100 
to 150 feet in length. There are also 
iron-works, employing 600 hands in the mana- 
facture of valis, roda, boons, and castings,—con- 
suming thereby some 40 tons of iroaadav. Bé 
sides these, there is a woolen-mill, a bieachery 
several thread-milis. and an extensive establish- 
ment for the manufacture of cotton-machinery; 
to say nothing of the many smailer mechauical 
industries that have followed in the train of the 
greater. 

THE MILLS AND THE OPERATIVES. 

The milis are mosily large, substantial struc- 
ture#, of brick or granite, four or five stories in 
height. Many of them possess much architec- 
tural merit, bave Manssrd roofs, and are re- 
lieved by a tower running from the foundation 
ip front bigh above, connecting with each floor, 
and surmounted by a clock. Considerable 
tm yg bas been taken against fire, 

bough to-day’s tragedy demonstrates its inef- 
fectiveness. From the outside, steam-pipes 
connect wiih each story, with the view of 
ily forcing steam into any part of the ing ; 
and there are iron ladders from dome to ground, 
to afford opporvunity of escape. ‘The granite 
used in the construction is found entirely in this 
vicinity. Immeuse quantities of the material 
underlie the soil, and there are now several quar- 
ries in active operation, which, besides furpish- 
ing stone for home use, send large supplies to 
va:ious parts of the country. The historic wails 
of Fort Sumter, and the grim outlines of Fort 
Adams, at Newport, are of Fall River granite. 

Of the more than 15,000 operatives who find 
employment bere, by far the larger pnumber are 
Irish. There are also many Englirh, and a fair 
sprinkling of other ee Of late years, 
there has been a large influx of Freveb- 
Canadians, who now number, I think, fully 
8,000.
